He  may  refuse  to  deliver  letters 
fiom  loveis  to  each  other,  if  he  happens 
to  ka  )w  the  handwritting  of  the  super- 
script ions,  and.  to  disapprove  of  the 
mate:  I.  He  may  refuse  to  deliver  letters 
to  or  from  persons  who  differ  from  hinu 
OD  questions  of  religion,  moi^du  or  poli- 
ties. 

The  principle  which  lies  at  tlie  bot- 
tom (>f  this  decision  of  Mr.  Commissioner 
Osborne  is  wholly  inadmissible  in  this 
free  Republic,  and  would  Lead  to  all 
sorts  of  miaehiefaBd  trouble  if  carried 
out.

If  they  are  all  inclined 
to  scour,  one  of  the  best  preventives  is  an 
occasional  day's  feed  of  whole  corn,  or  a 
few  kernels  with  their  other  food  each  day 
They  should  have  all  they  will  tat>  and 
even  if  the  farmer  is  under  the  necessity  of 
buying  com  to  keep  them  along  till  his 
own  harvest  is  ready  iu  the  fall,  the  growth 
will  generally  pay  at  least  fifty  per  cent, 
over  and  above  ihV  expense.

ExcitemejDt  at  a  FnucraL 

Just  as  the  hail  and  rain  storm  com- 
menced in  this  city  yesterday,  a  funeral 
jbroeession  was  starting  from  a  boose  iu 
Seven^^nth  street,  below  Pine.  About 
twenty  carriages,  containing  relatives  aud 
friends  of  the  deceased,  were  forming.

coffin.  The  driver  of  ouo  of  the  carnages 
broken  by  tho  colUsion  with  the  hearse, 
was  thrown  violently  to  the  ground,  re- 
ceiving such  dangerous  wounds  in  his  head 
and  back  that  it  was  thought  best  to  remove 
him  ,tQ  the  hospitid,  whojre  he  now  remains 
ih  a  critical  condiliou.  His  name  is  Pat- 
rick Dupan,  and  he  resides  in  Qnnrry-st. 
A* lady  suffered  a  sprained  wrist.  The  cof- 
fin was  removeil  from  the  broken  heiuse  to 
one  of  the  carriages,  aud  with  two  others 
proceeded  to  the  Cathedral  Cetoetcry.

LoNDOs,  May  19.— Tho  third  race  of  the 
international  coarse,  between  the   Sappho 
and  tho  Cambria,    commenced  on    Thurs- 
day.    The  two  yachts   were    in  excoUeni 
trim,  the  American  craft  especially  display- 
ing her  beautiful  model  to  advantage.  The 
third  race  hiui  beeu  arranged   to  be  com- 
pleted over  a  triangnlar  course,    each   wde 
of  which  was  twenty  miles  in  length.    The 
yachts  started  uuiler   auspicious   w,  athor, 
with  everything  favon^blo  for  a  tight   con- 
test.    At  the  <'ommeni>emeut  of    the  race 
the  two  vessels  wore  about    even,   but  the 
distance  soon  widened,  and,    later  iu    the 
afternoon,  when  the  boats  disappeared,  the 
Sappho  was  ahead,    leading  the  C.mibria, 
wtiieh  vessel  was  rapidly    overhanling  her 
antagonist.

It  was  ex- 
pected that  some  excitement  would  bo  in- 
fused into  the  remaimler  of  the  race;  it 
had  beeu  antiuipated  that  upon  rounding 
thn  stake-boat,  the  temaining  a.gles  would 
bo  sailed  ofi  wind,  aud  had  it  held,  thera 
would  probably,  have  been  some  fine  sail- 
ing bat  it  veered,  and  a  suOCeasion  ot  light 
airs,  followed  by  a  oiilm,  marr*d  tho  expec- 
tation of  th«  party  who  wor«  accompanying 
the  race  on  a  steamer.  The  concluding 
portion  was  merely  a  thtll,  nninteresting 
sail,  the  Sappho  completing  the  race  aud 
winning  the  conrse.  At  8:34  Wednesday 
moruingk  tiio  mark  steamer  discovered  the 
Cambda  in  a  dead  calm,  and,  taking  her 
into  tow,  conveyed  her  into  port. 

Tho  arbitrators  to  whom  tho  owners  of 
the  Sappho  and  Cambria  determined  to  re- 
fer their  differences  for  decision,  have,  af- 
ter oarefal  investigation  of  the  points  in 
dispute,  and  alter  the  statements  of  those 
gentlemen,  decided  that  the  Sappho  was  in 
the  right,  aud  in  justification  of  the  con- 
dnct  of  her  owner  have  awarded  to  his  ves- 
sel the  champion  cup  for  which  tho  Cam- 
bria and  Sappho  last  competed.  The 
claims  ol  Mr.  Ashbury.  owner  of  the  Cam- 
bria, were  of  such  a  pretentious  and  arro- 
gating character  that  they  were  indignantly 
disallowed.

To  Print  ov  FRinTs.— Whena  handsome 
fruit  is  intended  to  be  shown  at  a  fair  or 
scut  to  a  tricud,  it  will  add  somethin  g  in 
tho  way  of  novelty  lo  have  its  name  or  that 
of  some  person  printed  indellibly  upon  its 
surface.  This  may  bo  douem  sever  Iways, 
but  the  most  common  methodt  are  as  fol- 
lows: "Just  before  the  frnit  has  attained  its 
maturity,  cut  from  tough,  thin  paper  tho 
,name  proposed  and  pasto  this  upon  the 
side  of  the  ppecimen  most  fully  eiposed  to 
the  snn.  That  portion  of  tho  fruit  covered 
by  tho  paper  will  assume  a  dillejeut  coler 
from  tho  other^  and  wheu  ripe  tho  paper  is 
removed,  leaving  tho  name  distinctly  vis- 
ible. Upon  squashes  and  melons,  names 
aud  figures  may  be  iudellibly  impressed  by 
slightly  scratching  the  surliwo  while  thoy 
are  growing.

There  are  some  state««ots, 
tibout  a  difi'arenoe  of  time  in   the  watches 
of  the  conductors  of  tho  two  trains;  bat  the 
more  reasonable  presumption  ia  that  the 
freight  train  whs  Kuilty  of  a  fatal  indiMre- 
tion.     The  express  wtts  in  charge  of   Mr.

Wo  wero  running  with  the  freight  train, 
using  thirty  minutes  of  our  time  by  special 
order;  they  were  allowed  to  come  some 
thirty  minutes  after  we  were  iluo  at  thenta* 
tiou.  We  li'lt  Eureka  thirty-tive  minntes 
late,  at  a'  quarter  past  five  o'clock.  The 
freight  train  should  have  been  there  five 
minutes  baforo  we  left,  ten  minutes  past 
five  o'clock.  As  they  did  not  come  by  that 
time,  as  the  order  gave  them  p«rmission  to 
do,  we  did  not  expect  them;  we  expected 
they  would  go  back  on  a  side  track.

A  ihi illin^  Indian. AdTeotnrc. 

[From  the  Presoott  (  Vft:oid^  silner.] 

When  tlm  Richardson^tii|^  divided  near 
Mount  Floyd,  eighty  or  gin^j'  miles  north- 
wt'stfrom  I'rescott,  tweAy-(«e  of  the  party 
turued  th'^ir  faces  th^s  way,  and  the 
remainder  started  for  Cataract  creek, 
to  look  lit  a  patch  of  couutry  which 
tuey  had,  on  a  former  trip,  seen 
from  a  di  ituuce,  and  in  which  they  sup- 
posed gold  existed.  The  fittit  party  had 
traveled  al  out  six  miles  towards  Pre.scott 
when  thret  of  their  nnn*l>er,  Edward  Pearl, 

McD(  nald   and    FJBrdiuaud    Wonder, 

seceded,  and  with  a  buri'o,  on  which  they 
packed  th*  ir  blankets  &m\  provisions,  start- 
ed lor  tLi  Little  ColoAdo.  Two  of  this 
latter  party  got  back  here  Saturday  la.st, 
and  relate,  a  fearful  tale  of  Indian  dupli- 
city, treacliery  and  morder.  We  give  it  a 
related  to  us: 

Shortly  i.fter  leaving  their  companions, 
ihe  little  p  urty  of  three  struck  an  Indian 
trail  and  fbllo wed  it  northward.  They  soon 
r  ached  a  i  reek  whiclktt^% supposed  to  be 
Diamond  creek.  Here  pxv^  met  a  party  uf 
Wallapais  Indians,  who  •ted  very  friendly, 
and  .show  d  '-peace  jMperi*"  from  some 
army  offlter.  This  s^sfied  the  white.s, 
who  then  t  urned  east.  They  traveled  two 
days,  and  the  night  of  the  second  reached 
a  country  i  hat  looked  exceedingly  well  tor 
gold,  the  beds  of  the  streams  being  filled 
with  granite  and  quartz  bowlders  and 
gravel.  Tmber  and  game  abounded,  Tluj 
party  nrtpticked  the  burro,  cooked  and  ate 
supper,  au  I  retired  t*  dream  of  what  they 
might  find  next  day.  jj  Dnring  the  latter 
part  of  tha  .  night  theirjeverfaithfnl  burro 
awoke  the  party  by  cerjfcin  antics  which,jjl 
bnrros  cut  up  apon  seeing  something  un- 
usual—mo  e  especially  in  the  deail  hours 
of  night 

But,  alas,  for  the  men,  they  paid  no  at- 
tention to  he  snorting  of  the  donkey,  and 
fell  back  agiun  into  sound  sleep,  from 
which  thej  were  ar./nsed  abont  daylight  by 
a  party  of  I onr  savagjs,  who  had  cr.iwl.  d 
to  their  beds  and  op#hei)a  mnrderons  tire 
upon  them  with  bowuaiM  arrows.  V\Km 
seeing  how  matters  stoo<|^  the  whites  grasp- 
ed their  veapons,  liirn||d  loose  upon  the 
savagei,  and  drove  them  away.  The  ret-ult 
of  the  fig! it  was  as  follows:  Ftrdimtnd 
Woniler  was  mortally  wonnded,  and  Mo- 
Donald  and  Pearl  were  wonnded  in  suveral 
places,  not  seriously  enough,  however,  to 
prevent  th  ?m  from  traveling.  They  look- 
ed around  for  the  burro,  and  not  seeing 
him,  concluded  that  the  Indians  had  gol>- 
bled  him.  They  th^  fccked  their  blank- 
ets on  thi  ir  bftck.s,  Vpj«  hold  of  Wonder, 
and  assi.sti  d  his  tottviqf  footsteps.  They 
bad  proct  eded  scajjlc  ^  hundred  yards, 
when  Wonder,  irom  whose  wounds  the 
blood  sported,  informed  his  comrades  that 
it  was  imioRsible  for  him  to  travel  with 
them  any  further,  even  with  their  aseist- 
ance,  and   Jegged  them  to  shoot  him. 

Thisth'f  would  not  do,  so  he  immedi- 
ately shot  iiimself  in  the  huad  with  his  six- 
shooter.  VIcDouitld  and  Pearl  remained 
by  his  sidi  until  sijf  bfifd  that  he  was  dead, 
when  they  took  "I  Jjl^  ^rms  and  proceed- 
ed on  their  way.  ^h^y  traveled  two  days 
and  night)-  without  wafer,  preff  rring  to  suf- 
fer for  want  of  it  rather  than  risk  their 
lives  by  hunting  tor  it  in  the  canons  aud 
brushy  places,  whaae,  vfaad  ti^y  «uttrc4^ 
the  savage  i,  who  dogg^  thoir  3t<  p^  all  tin- 
while,  would  most  aBsiireilly  li.ivi  surround- 
ed and  murdered  tbeiu.  .  iVoui  .Vi.vil  lt(jck 
thev  followed  thftronrl  to  ramp  Tollg«t« 
where,  after  relating  tho  desperate  trials 
and  saffciings  they  had  gone  through, 
everythinf.;  possible  wiis  ilone  for  them. 
The  men  think  Ihey  killed  and  wonndijfl 
some  Indi.iDs.  They  thrtk  th*r*  wemsome 
20  w  30  I  ulians  on  hau'l  the  mommg  of 
the  fight.  They  lfe«l  pretty  certain  th»t 
the  attack  was  made  and  the  murder  corn- 
mitted  by  Wallapais,  with,  perhaps,  a  few 
Pah-Utes. 

Ferdinand  Wonder,  the  man  whn  Knat  his 
lift!  on  thi>  trip,  was  from  Iowa,  where,  we 
are  told,  hw  relatives  reside.

Tho  rosponsibihty   lor   thi    unhappy  dis- 
asler  ic  laid  on  Oder,  Ihe  rnvAnftfirnf  th* 
freight  train      Thero  arn  sonio   stntoiuQntH 
about  a  ditVertiice  ot  tinio    in    the  watches 
of  U»e  conductors  of  tlie  two  trains;  but  the 
mort)  reasonable  presumption  is  that  the 
fr»>ight  train  was  guilty  of  a  fatal  inditiertw 
tion.     The  express  wim  iu  charge  of    Mr. 
George  J.  Dubois,  one  of  the  most  discreet 
and  self-possessed  ooudnotorti  on  the  road, 
who  has  bt>«>n  for  years  in  the  serviot^  of  the 
company.     It  was  tut  hour  and  ten  minutitu 
behind  time  when  it  reached  -lertVrson  l!ity, 
but  hy  tho   time   it   reached  Hur»*ka  it  had 
redncod   this  arrearnge  to  forty-flve  min- 
utes.    It   had  the  right  of  way,  and,  pre- 
suming on  this  regulation,  did  not  antioi- 
pato  any    danger,    as    it    was   the   duty    of 
frti;,'ht  trains  to  kt«ep  out  of  its  way.     Tho 
freight  train,  before  it  loft    St.  JiOiiis,   was 
intormed  of  the  expresti  beiu);  behind,  and 
It  IS  biiid  that    some  officer  or   employe   of 
the  road  mentioned  to  .Mr,  Odor,  couduotor 
ot  the  freight  train,  that   it  would  bo  safe 
for  him  to  take  thirty  minutes  of  the  ex- 
press* time,  or,  in    other  words,    that  he 
might  run   against  thirty   miuutes  of  the 
express'  time  without  danger  of  meeting  it

Wo  were  running  with  th«>  freight  train, 
UBiug  thirty  miuutes  of  our  time  by  special 
order;  thoy  wlto  allowed  to  come  some 
thirty  miuutes  after  we  wtire  duo  at  thesti^ 
tii>n.  We  left  Eureka  thirty-five  minutes 
late,  at  a  quarter  past  five  o'clock.  The 
freight  train  should  have  been  there  five 
minutes  before  we  left,  ten  mintites  past 
five  o'clock.  As  they  ilid  not  come  by  that 
time,  as  tho  onler  gave  them  permission  to 
do,  we  did  not  expect  them;  we  expected 
tluy  would  go  back  on  a  side  track.

A  horrible  tragedy  occurred  in  t'cott 
county,  near  iShakupee,  last  evening, 
ffbich  surpasses  any  recent  deed  of  blood 
iu  this  vicinity,  i  he  ciicumstauces  as 
we  gather  them  are  these  : 

A  farmer  named  Nacy,  resided  with 
his  tamily  about  lour  miles  from  tShak 
opee,  near  Katrle  Creek.

Much  interest  has  been  excited  by  the 
empaneling  of  a  jury  of  women  m  Wyo- 
ming Territory,  and  the  appointment  of 
temales  as  notary  publics  and  to  other 
civic  functions  heretofore  supposed  to  be 
irrevocably  reserved  to  tho  masculine  sex. 
It  is  reserved  to  Iowa,  however,  to  produce 
the  first  lemale  sheriff,  andto  Dcs  Moines 
county  to  be  the  first  in  The  state  to  ac- 
cord to  a  woman  the  diflicult  and  trying 
duties  of  the  sherittalty.  It  is  true  the 
people  have  not  formally  elected  a  lady  as 
sheriff  of  this  ooun{y,  bnt  in  so  far  as 
"practice  is  better  than  precept,"  the  hub- 
stance  superior  to  the  shadow,  and  the 
"deed  greater  than  the  name,"  to  that  ex- 
tout  Des  Moines  county  has  a  lady  Bhorift", 
or  at  least  a  lady  deputy  sheriff. 

Of  course,  we  allude  to  the  estimable  wife 
of  our  worthy  sheriff,  J.  H.  Latty,  Esq. 
Mrs.  Latty  at  various  times  has  displayed 
remarkable  coolness  amd  nerve  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  county  jail,  over  which  she 
presides  wiih  a  firmness  of  judgment  and 
a  vigor  of  rule  rarely  excelled  by  the  best 
of  prison  wardens. 

At  one  time  a  desperado  confined  in  one 
of  the  cells  attempted  to  escape  by  making 
a  man  of  straw  reclining  npon  his  couch  as 
nsnal,  while  the  flesh  and  blood  prisoner 
secreted  himself  in  an  empty  cell  and 
awaited  the  advent  of  Mrs.  I^atty,  who,  in 
the  absence  of  her  hnsband,  entered  the 
jail  room  to  lock  np  tho  prisoners  for  the 
night.  When  she  came  to  the  cell 
ci.>ntaining  tho  man  of  straw,  a  very  clever 
imitation  of  a  man  asleep,  she  called 
his  name,  and  hetinng  no  response,  entered 
in  and  detected  tho  cheat.  Instead  of  call- 
ing for  outside  help  in  on  emergency  which 
plainly  indicated  a  plot  and  a  determina- 
tion upon  the  part  of  one  or  more  prison- 
ers to  break  jail,  Mrs.  Latty  quietly  pro- 
ceeded to  the  other  cell  and  marched  thv 
prospective  fugitive  back  to  his  cell  and 
locked  him  np.  As  he  was  a  heavy  muscu- 
lar man,  and  the  deputy  sheriff  a  slender, 
light  built  woman,  it  is  evident  that  nerve 
triumphed  over  muscle.  Womanly  cour- 
age was  more  than  a  match  for  brutal  foice 
and  the  desperation  of  a  criminal  seeking 
to  flee  from  the  hands  ot  justice. 

Ou  another  occasion  two  young  men  in  a 
cell  refusing  to  cease  their  profane  and 
boiiteroas  language,  the  deputy  entered 
the  cell  and  gave  them  a  sound  flogging 
with  a  whip  until,  with  tears  in  their  eyes, 
the  rascals  promised  better  behavior. 

The  last  exploit  of  oar  deputy,  and  one 
which  recalled  to  our  miuil  the  preceding 
incidents,  was  the  taking  of  a  prisoner  to 
the  penitentiary  a  few  days  ago.  A  man 
who  had  been  arrested  for  steiUing  a  carpet 
bag,  at  the  Union  depot  in  this  city  last 
January,  was  sentenced,  at  the  last  term  ot 
the  District  Court,  to  two  years'  imprison- 
ment in  the  penitentiary,  and  was  taken  to 
Fort  Madison  by  Mr;.  Latty  alc^ne,  and 
without  any  assistance  from  others,  and 
duly  delivered  him  to  Warden  Heisey. 
The  astonishment  of  the  warden  and  the 
Fort  Madisonians  know  no  bounds.

As  the  rao«t  active  seaaon  for  the  prodoo- 
tion  of  butter  is  about  opening,  wo  submit, 
for  the  oonsideratiou  of  dairymen  and  oth- 
ers, a  few  snggMtions  relatir*  to  butter 
making,  packing,  etc.,  which  W6  gather 
from  a  oircalar  recently  Isaued  by  MiMsrs. 
Heermanoe  4.  Manton,  of  67  Broad  street. 
New  York,  an  energetio  and  enterprising 
Arm,  who  do  a  large  oomminaiou  boalnaiw 
iu  idl  kinds  of  country  prodnoe. 

it  ia  evident  to  ns  that  they  nndaratand 
their  busineas  thoroughly,  aud  it  la  with 
ploatmre  that  we  ask  the  attention  of  oar 
readers  to  what  they  nay  npon  the  import- 
ant sujeot  of  preparing  butter  in  tho  best 
possible  manner  for  markoL 

The  experience  of  our  earlier  daya  tanght 
us  the  painful  lesson  that  tho  selling  of 
second  quality  butter,  on  commission  or 
otherwise,  always  proves  most  iinprofiuible, 
as  well  as  uusatistaclory,  to  all  parties  con- 
cerned. 

t)ur  a«lviee  to  Me  srs.  Hoermauce  .V.  Hau- 
tou,  as  well  as  to  others,  is,  most  oninhati- 
cally,  to  reluso  to  receive  aud  soil  low 
grade  butter,  «von  at  a  double  rate  of  com- 
mission. 

If  tho  snggoslious  oft'ored  by  the  aliove 
named  gentlemen  are  properly  heedinl, they 
will  prove  to  bo  of  special  value  to  produ- 
cers as  well  as  consumers  of  butter.  They 
say  in  substance  as  follows: 

Be  very  careful  in  handling  tho  early- 
iiiado  white  butter.  Send  it  iu  by  express, 
without  delay;  for  as  soon  as  we  receive 
gn.ssfed,  the  white  w  only  saleable  for 
cooking  pMrposes,  at  lard  prices.  Until 
the  1st  of  Juno,  piick  in  tubs,  and  wo  would 
prefer  half  firkins,  made  as  directed  below. 

IVrsons  who  are  familiar  with  the  but- 
ter market  of  New  York  city,  wonder  why 
all  butter-makers  at  the  West  do  not  pro- 
duce a  bettor  article.  The  market  is  gluU 
tod  with  poor  'groiisy'  butter.  People  iu 
Now  York  know  very  well  what  good  liutter 
is.  Contemplate,  for  a  moment,  how  much 
money  is  lost  by  tho  pro.lucer  who  does 
not  make  a  prime  article.  A  hundred 
pound  firkin  of  prime  butter  will  now  bring 
from  »35  to  $40.  Tho  same  quantity, 
poorly  made,  will  sell  slowly  at  half  that 
price. 

cows'  FEED  AND  MILK  BOOM. 

There  is  nothing  connected  with  dairy- 
ing more  certain  than  tho  fact  that  every- 
thing a  cow  eats  or  d links  affects  the  flavor 
of  the  milk  and  butler.  Turnips,  carrots, 
onions,  cabbage,  grass,  hay,  bran,  or  corn 
meal,  each  give,  when  eaten  by  the  cows, 
a  distinctive  property  to  the  milk,  which 
continues  iu  a  greater  or  less  degree  in  tho 
butter  and  cheese  into  which  it  is  manu- 
Jactnred.  The  color  of  butter  (well  and 
properly  made)  depends  more  npon  the 
food  given  to  the  cow  than  upon  all  other 
causes  together.  In  testing  butter,  it  does 
not  require  an  f  xpert  to  trace  bad  flavor  to 
its  original  cause.  Stagnant  water  asserts 
its  presence  by  its  unmistakeablo  musty 
odor;  all  pungent  vegetebles  proclaim  their 
ascendancy;  the  fine,  sweet  grasses  impart 
that  delicious  fragrance  which  gives  to 
butter  the  highest  value. 

A  cool,  dry,  well-shaded  and  well-ventil- 
atc'd  milk  room  is  also  a  matter  of  great  im- 
portance. Milk  kept  in  a  close,  musty,  or 
unclean  room,  will  oertamly  be  greatly  in- 
jured.   

WASHINO  AND  NOT  WABHINa  BTJTTKR. 

In  Dutchesa*  county,  New  York,  those 
farmers  who  enjoy  the  highest  reputation 
for  fine  butter,  ignore  washing,  but  it  must 
be  taken  into  account  that  their  batter  is 
sold  aud  consumed  imiutdiately  after  it  is 
made.  From  observation  aud  expcriouce, 
we  conclude  that  butter  for  immediate  use, 
it  well  worked  aud  treated  properly,  has  a 
higher  flavor  when  not  washed,  but  when 
packed  for  keeping  any  length  of  time,  it 
ought  to  be  well  washed  in  pure,  cold, 
spring  water.  Tho  high  grades  of  rich, 
yellow  Irish  butter  made  for  export,  are  al- 
ways washed;  the  lighter  and  more  deli- 
cate Holstein,  made  for  immediate  con- 
sumption, generally  is  not  washed,  and 
keeps  poorly. 

SAUINO  BDTTER. 

One  of  the  greatest  faults  at  the  West  in 
making  butter,  is  that  too  much  salt  is 
used.  A  large  amount  of  Western  butter 
is  cured  with  coarse  salt.  This  fanit  has 
born  pointed  out  very  often,  but  it  still  ex- 
ists to  a  great  extent  Batter  salted,  so  as 
lo  be  pleasant  to  the  taste,  will  bring  five 
cents  per  pound  more  in  some  markets  than 
it  would  tor  than  it  would  had  there  been 
a  quarter  of  an  ounce  more  salt  to  each 
pound.  The  coarse  salt  of  commerce  is 
not  pure;  besides,  being  hard  to  dissolve  in 
butter,  it  continues  to  be  gritty  and  un- 
pleasant to  the  taste.  It  is  not  generally 
clean,  nor  does  it  amalgamate  with  the 
batter  or  cheese  fully.  Liverpool  salt,  of 
Ashton  brand,  is  the  best. 

The  amount  of  salt  used  by  most  good 
butter-makers  is  one  ounce  to  a  ponnd  ot 
butter,  but  the  salting  only  plays  a  very 
limited  part  of  the  process  of  making  good 
butter.  Over  and  above  every  other  con- 
sideration, scrupulous  neatness  must  be 
olmerved  in  milking,  in  the  management  of 
the  cream,  in  churning,  in  working  the  bnt- 
ter,  in  packing,  and  in  everything  else. 

TUBS  AND  FIBKINS. 

Tho  kind  of  cooperage  used  in  packing 
butter  for  market  is  of  special  importance, 
and  this  is  overlooked  in  most  western 
localities.  One  of  the  reasons  why  West- 
ern butter  is  at  a  low  standard  in  markets 
abroad,  is  that  the  cooperage  is  very  poor. 
Many  farmers  aud  dealers  do  not  generally 
patronize  the  best  coop-  rs,  but  the  cheap- 
est ones. 

There  is  a  prejudice  in  Eastern  markets 
against  all  butter  in  packages  known  as 
Western,  even  though  the  article  be  quite 
good.  We  advise  the  use  of  the  New  York 
"Welsh  Tub,"  the  "Haif-firkin  Tub."  and 
the  hundred-pound  "Firkin."  The  former 
should  be  made  of  white  ash  or  white  oak; 
the  two  latter  of  white  oak  only;  the  Welsh 
tub  with  tL\t  hoops;  tho  other  two  spoken 
of  with  round  hoops,  not  more  straps  with 
rough  bark  and  large  knots,  bnt  nice  and 
smooth  second  growth  hickory,  with  smooth 
shiuy  bark,  free  from  lumps,  each  hoop  a 
half-pole,  an<i  all  uniform  in  sizeand  color; 
the  wood  to  be  free  trom  sap  and  of  uni- 
form color,  everything  neatly  and  well 
done. 

Size  of  Firkins  should  be  22^  inches 
high,  13i  inches  diameter  of  bead,  outside 
to  outside,  IG  inches  diameter  of  bilge, 
outside  to  outside,  should  weigh  about  2U 
pounds,  dry,  and  contain  about  100  pounds, 
nett,  of  butter.  Half-firkins  of  same  di- 
mensions as  one  of  this  description  cat  iu 
two,  and  should  have  a  ue&tly  made  cover 
nailed  on  top. 

After  butter  is  packed,  the  top  should  l>e 
neatly  covered  with  white  muslin,  after  it 
has  been  washed  free  from  starch  or  sizing, 
and  thoroughly  soaked  in  a  clean,  sweet 
brine.  Upon  this  covering  should  l>o 
spread  a  thin  layer  of  fine,  clear  salt; 
dairy  salt  will  do,  bnt  fine  table  salt  is  bet- 
tor. ~Tk»  Nev  York  Mmrcantile  Jirnmal. 


NEW  BUILDING  OP  THE  N0BTHWE8TERN  MDTUAJj  LIFE  INSUUANCE  CO. 


So  ouKAT  are  the  improvements  in  archi- 
tecture in  the  West  that  the  section  is  now 
no  mean  rival  to  the  East.  As  a  specimen 
of  more  prominent  Western  architecture  we 
give  our  readers  an  engraving  of  the  North- 
western Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company's 
Building  just  erected  in  Milwaukee,  Wis  , 
under  the  supervision  of  Architect  E. 
Townsend  Mix.  The  style  of  the  building 
is  Italian  Gothic,  and  it  was  built  solely  for 
the  Insurance  business.  It  fronts  on 
Broadway  and  Wisconsin  streets,  two  prom- 
inent thoroughfares,  sixty  feet  on  the  latter 
and  one  hundred  feet  on  the  former;  is  six 
stories  high,  including  Mansard  roof.  It  is 
built  of  stone,  the  fine  grey  limestone  hii  1 
in  random  courses  rubble,  while  the 
arches,  piers,  string  courses,  etc.,  are  ol 
finely  cut  white  Athens  stone.  Supporting 
the  arches  of  tho  first  story  are  a  double 
row  ol  polished  red  Scotch  granite  pill  irs; 
supporting  the  spandrils  of  ihe  front  ji  •.h 
entrance  are  six  similar- coluni us,  «ith 
carved  Italian  capitals.  The  porch  has  its 
jambs  handsomely  enriched  with  carving, 
as  well  as  th©  face  of  the  spandrils.  The 
cornices  are  of  galvanized  iron,  tho  roofs 
of  purple  slate.  In  building,  12.000  cubic 
feet  of  stone  were  required  for  the  foun- 
dation; 600.000  brick  were  required  for 
various  walls  aud  arches;  10.000  cubic 
feet  of  cut  stone  for  dressed  work; 
8.000  feet  of  concrete  for  fire  proof  floors; 
325.000  lbs.  of  iron  for  floors,  joists;  2i,()00 
feet  of  corrugated  iron  plates  for  ceilings, 
eto. ;  25.000    lbs.  of    oast  iron   for  stairs; 


3.000  feet  of  tile  for  floors;  5.000  feet  of 
plate  glass  for  windows.  The  cost  cf  the 
building,  which  was  commenced  in  the 
spring  ol  1808,  and  now  being  finished,  is 
$230,O(K).  It  is  fire  proof  throughout,  tlie 
interior  walls  being  of  brichi  and  the  floor 
joists  of  iron,  with  corrugated  sheet  iron 
between,  filhsl  with  concrete,  to  receive 
the  floors.  As  the  illustration  shows, 
the  building  presents  a  most  command- 
ing appearance.    ' 

The  building  was  erected  by  the  company 
for  the  transaction  of  its  busiuess,  and  for 
this  purpose  the  entire  first  floor  above  the 
basement  is  devoted,    being   thrown  into 
one  room,  with  only  two  small  oflices  off. 
The  room  is  87  by  45   feet,  and  IGi  feet 
high.       In    the  basement  are  2  stores  ou 
Wisionsin    street     and    3  <m    Broadway. 
The  second  and  third  stories  are  each  thir- 
teen  ieet    high  ^nd     have    twelve   large 
oflices      on      each      floor.         From      the 
fourth    story    a    hall    oc<^apie8    the     re- 
mainder of    the    buihiiug.     It  is  70  by  54 
teet,   and  iH  feet  high.     The  building    is 
warmed     \>y     steam,    aiul     is    ventilated 
throughout.    It  is  supplied  with  water,  and 
drainage  pipes  take  oft  all  refuse.     The  in- 
terior is  frescoed  throughout,  aud  the  furni- 
ture corresponds  with  the  appearance  of  the 
building  outside. 

The  architecture  of  the  building  is  a  verj' 
successful  adaptation  of  the  medieval  Gothic 
to  modern  commercial  purposes,  and  the 
effect  is  both  novel  and  pleasing.

On  Tues<lay  morning  last,  the  citizons  oi 
this  place  were  astounded  by  the  announce 
ment  on  the  streets  that  John  K.  liesskr, 
one  of  our  citizens,  had  been  shot  and  kill- 
ed by  a  woniay,  the  evening  previous,  in 
Soring  Settlement,  in  this  county,  and 
about  five  miles  west  of  Benton. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  Ressler  left  Benton 
late  on  Monday  evening,  on  horseback,  and 
went  to  the  residence  of  Thos.  V.  McFee,  in 
Spring  Settlement,  where  he  arrived  about 
half-past  eight  o'clock,  and,  witbont  dis- 
mounting, called  for  Mr.  McFee,  when 
Mrs.  McFee  came  to  the  door  and  informed 
him  that  her  husband  was  not  in  the  house, 
but  that  ho  was  somewhere  out  on  the 
farm.  It  appears  from  the  statement  of 
Mrs.  McFee  that  the  deceased  then  dis- 
mounted, bitched  his  horse,  and  came  in- 
to the  house,  and,  after  being  seated  a  few 
minutes,  she  alleges  that  he  took  hold  of 
her,  threw  her  down  on  the  floor  and  vio- 
lated ber  person,  and  that  immediately 
afterward  she  went  into  an  adjoing  room 
and  procured  a  loaded  pistol,  and,  return- 
ing, shot  the  deceased,  who  instantly  ran 
out  of  the  house  into  the  yard,  where  he 
fell  down,  and  the  infuriated  woman,  notic- 
ing his  strtiggles,  shot  him  again  in  the 
back  of  the  head  while  he  was  lying  on  the 
ground. 

The  husband,  who  was  some  distance 
from  the  house  at  the  time,  hearing  tho  re- 
ports of  the  pistol,  hastened  to  the  house, 
where  he  found  his  wife  standing  near  the 
corpse,  with  tho  revolver  iu  her  hand,  but 
he  states  that  Mr.  Ressler  was,  to  all  ap- 
pearances, dead  when  he  arrived.  The 
news  of  the  sad  affair  soon  spread  around 
among  the  neighbors,  and  several  of  them 
visited  the  scene  of  the  terrible  tragedy, 
and  it  produced  suck  a  profound  consler- 
nation  that  uo  one  telt  it  to  be  his  duty  to 
notify  the  family  or  friends  of  the  deceased 
of  the  affair,  and  the  corpse  was  permittert 
to  remain  iu  the  yard  where  he  fell  until 
next  morning,  and  was  not  removed  from 
the  spot  until  about  10  o'clock.  Ou  Tues- 
day morning,  about  8  o'clock,  Mrs.  McFi  >, 
who  shot  and  killed  the  deceased,  arrived 
in  Benton  and  voluntarily  gave  herself  up 
to  the  proper  authorities,  which  whs  the 
flrst  information  convoyed  to  this  place  of 
the  homicide.  The  body  of  the  deceased 
was  brought  to  Benton,  where,  iu  the 
absence  of  tho  coroner,  Justices  Lopas  and 
Hall  impaneled  a  jury  and  held  the  usual 
inquest.  The  jury,  aJfter  hearing  the  state- 
ments of  the  woman,  and  other  evidence, 
rendered  a  verdict  accordingly,  and  Mrs. 
Sarah  McFee  was  committed  to  prison  to 
await  her  trial  for  the  killing  of  John  K. 
llesslor. 

The  following  is  an  extract  of  Mrs.  Mc- 
Fee's  testimony,  as  given  before  the  cor- 
oner's jury: 

Mrs.  McFee  testified  that  tho  deceased 
came  to  her  house  on  horseba<!k,  about 
half  past  8  o'clock  on  Monday  evening  last, 
aud  hallooed,  and  called  her  husband;  that 
she  went  to  the  door  and  told  him  that  her 
husband  was  not  at  tho  house,  bnt  that  he 
was  ou  the  place ;  that  the  deceased  then 
got  off  his  horse  and  hitched  it,  aud  came 
into  the  house,  and  said  that  he  had  boon 
sent  there  by  a  fishing  party  for  some  salt; 
that  after  he  had  been  in  the  house  a  few 
minutes,  ho  asked  her  for  a  paper  to  road, 
but  before  she  got  it  he  seized  her  and 
threw  her  upon  the  floor,  and  that  he  swore 
that  ho  would  kill  her  if  sho  made  any 
alarm  or  told  her  husband;  that  he  also 
held  his  hand  over  her  mouth  to  proven^ 
her  from  making  a  noise;  that  after  ho  had 
accomplished  his  base  desires  he  again  sal 
down  and  called  for  the  paper;  thatshe  went 
into  the  bed-room  for  it,  bnt  instead  of  get- 
ting a  paper  she  got  a  pistol  (a  Remington 
revolver)  and,  returning  to  the  apartment 
where  the  daconsetl  was  sitting,  she  shot 
him  in  the  breast;  that  he  jumped  up  and 
ran  out  of  the  south  door  througn  the 
kitchen;  that  she  followed  him,  thinking 
that  be  was  not  hurt,  and  shot  him  again 
in  the  back  of  the  head  after  bo  bad  fallen 
down;  and  sho  fnither  stated  that  she 
would  have  continued  shooting  him  oh  long 
as  he  continued  to  move,  or  exhibit  signs 
of  life.  She  also  testified  before  the  jury 
of  inquest  that  the  decas<>d  had,  on  two 
former  occasions,  molested  and  treated  her 
in  a  similar  manner,  and  that  sho  had 
warned  him  if  be  molested  hor  again,  in 
that  way,  that  she  would  kill  him. 

The  de:^eased  was  a  young  man  in  tho 
prime  of  life,  who  had  been  in  the  employ 
of  Cochrane,  St.  Clair  A  Co.,  of  this  place. 
for  several  years  past,  and  was  much  es- 
teemed by  his  employers  as  an  industrious 
man  and  good  mechanic.  He  had  many 
warm  friends  in  this  community,  and  he 
enjoyed  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  the 
citizens  of  Benton  gonorally.  He  loaves  a 
very  estimable  and  highlj'  respected  wife 
to  monrn  the  sad  and  tragic  fate  of  her 
erring  husband. 

Mrs.  Sarah  McFee,  who  shot  and  killed 
her  alleged  ravisher  in  her  own  house,  is  a 
rather  prepossessing  young  woman,  about 
22  years  of  age.  who  has,  we  understand, 
always  sustaine<l  a  good  charai^er  for  chas- 
tity and  virtue  in  the  community  whore 
she  was  reared  and  where  she  still  has  her 
home.  She  is  the  mother  of  two  childr'n. 
one  an  infant  about  fonr  months  old.wh.ch 
is  now  necessarily  incarcerated  with  its  un- 
fortunate mother  in  the  county  jail.

I'  ported  the  api>ortioniueut  bill  with  an  ameudmeut, 
which  strikes  out  the  requiroment  that  in  any  state 
whi^re  the  uumber  of  representatives  will  be  re- 
duced by  the  new  apportionment  the  reduction 
shall  not  take  effect  iu  the  Forty-secoud  Congress. 
The  time  wittiiu  which  the  puperinteudent  ot  the 
Census  shall  submit  to  tho  Secrewry  of  the  Interior 
the  prelimiuary  report  of  the  enumeration  of  in- 
habitants is  extended  from  August  15th  to  October 
Ixt. — Some  time  was  spent  on  the  appropriation 
bill.    Adjourned. 

House- Tho  postal  telegraph  bill,  with 
tlie  consent  of  the  select  committee  having  it  in 
eliurge,  was  postponed  until  next  session. — The 
uorthern  Pacitic  railroad  Joint  resolution  was  dis- 
cussed. Aineudmenta  limiting  ths  price  of  landa 
were  rejected.  WithoiU  disposing  of  the  matter, 
thu  House  atljonrDed. 

Senate,  May  26.  -.\fter  the  presentation 
of  a  lew  committee  reitorts,  the  appropriation  bill 
was  taken  up,  and  sevt-ral  amendments  adopted ;  it 
was  then  reported  to  the  Senate,  aud  the  amend- 
uieuts  agreed  to.  The  bill  as  a  whole  U  to  be  voted 
ou  to-morrow.     Adjourned. 

HorsE— Bills  were  passed  creating  an 
a4ldilioual  land  diKtrict  in  Colorado,  and  annulling 
tlie  law  of  New  Mexico  which  reserves  real  estate 
from  execution,  with  a  proviso  that  homesteads  to 
only  the  amount  of  $1,0UU  shall  be  reserved.

Thefol- 
lowiut,'  are  amont;  the  items :  For  the  enlargement 
of  harbor  faclUtles  at  Chicago,  f  UK),0<X);  for  the 
iciprovement  of  Erie  harbor,  |2t>,U00;  Dunkirk 
harbor,  $25,000;  Buffalo  harbor,  $»U  000;  Allcot- 
haroor,  $10,000;  Charlotte  harbor.  New  York,  $.0.t 
000;  Big  Sodus  harbor,  $5,000;  Oswego  harbor, 
$,'>0,ltX(;  Ondensburg  harbor,  $16,000;  Hudson  riv- 
er, $40,1100;  removing  obstructions  in  the  East  Riv- 
er, $25,(100;  examiuatiou  and  surveys  of  the  North- 
ern and  Northwestern  lakes  aud  rivers  and  Atlantic 
aud  I'acilic  coasts,  aud  cwutingeucies,  $150.000. — 
The  Northern  Pacific  railroad  bill  was  passed  by  a 
v.ite  of  yeas  lOT,  nays  85,  all  the  amendments  hav- 
ing previously  been  rejected.— bin^ham  made  a  ro- 
port  Irom  the  Conference  Committee  on  tlie  bill  to 
enforce  tho  l&th  amendment,  which  was  discussed 
aud  laid  over  until  to-morrow. —  l"he  bill  to  revive 
the  commercial  and  navigation  interests  of  the 
countiy  waa  discusseil,  and  a  moUon  to  lay  it  on 
the  table  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  61  ayes  to  105 
noes.    Adjourned. 

Senate,  May  27— Among  the  bills  intro- 
duced was  one  by  Howe  for  the  Improvement  of 
water  communication  between  the  Mississippi  riv- 
er and  I«ike  Michi;;an,  by  tho  Wisconsin  and  Fox 
rivers. — After  the  presentation  of  some  committee 
reports,  the  consideration  oi  the  appropriation  bill 
was  resumed.  Amendments  weru  adopted  placing 
female  clerks  iu  the  departments  on  an  equality 
with  males  in  regard  to  pay;  making  an  appropria- 
tion tor  the  extension  of  the  capitol  grounds;  ap- 
propriating $100,0011  for  au  expedition  to  the  North 
Pole :  making  the  !>alary  of  the  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  $10,000;  Associate  Judges  $8,000; 
Circuit  Judges  $t>,600;  Court  of  Claims  and  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  Judge*  $5,000.  The  bill  waa  then 
passed;  and,  after  as  evening  session,  devoted  to 
District  of  Columbia  business,  tho  Senate  adjourn- 
ed to  Tuesday. 

HoosE  Cessna,  from  the  committee  on 
Military  elections,  ma«1e  a  rep-irt  lu  the  South  (}ar- 
oliim  contested  case  of  Wallat^t  against  Simpson, 
declaring  A,  8.  Wallace  duly  elected,  aud  entitled 
to  the  seat.  The  report  was  adopted,  and  Wallace 
sworn  lu. — A  bill  wa'  passed  aiioulUug  all  laws  of 
the  territory  of  Idaho  taxing  the  persons  of  Chi- 
nese, aud  a  law  creating  the  ofHoe  of  District  At- 
torney tor  each  county ;  also  prohibiting  a  Territo- 
rial I>»gislature  paying  extra  salaries  to  federal  offi- 
ci>i8  in  the  territory  or  to  members  aud  employes 
of  the  Legislature.- After  the  traiisacUou  of  some 
business  ot  secondary  importance,  the  report  of 
♦  hecoulerence  committee  on  the  bill  to  enforce  the 
15th  amnndnirnt  was  taken  up,  and  ailoptod.— The 
bill  to  reduce  iiitorual  taxes  was  considered  for  a 
Ume,  when  the  House  anji^umed. 

Senate,  May  28th— A  large  par!  of  tho 
session  was  occupied  by  Senator  Chandler  In  a 
speech  n|>ou  the  bill  for  the  restoration  of  the 
:^blp)iiiig  iutertsts.  At  the  conclusion  of  this 
s|iee<'h  Ihe  Senate  transacted  some  dlatriot  of  Co- 
luiiibia  busin  ss,  acd,  after  an  executive  sesalon 
atljotiroed  to  Tuesday. 

House— A  bill  was  passed  giving  a  pen- 
sion of  eight  dollars  per  mouth  to  needy  soldiers 
of  the  w.ir  of  1S12,  proWded  they  gave  no  aid  or 
encouragement  to  Ihe  rebellion — the  pension  Isal- 
s« .  xtemloil  to  the  widows  of  such  soldiers  as  were 
married  previous  to  the  close  of  that  war. — The 
House  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  bill  to  re- 
dU'-e  internal  taxation.  8>  veral  amendments  were 
adopted  and  considerable  projjress  mide  when  the 
House  aojouriied  to  Tuesday, 

Senate,  May  31.  In  the  Senate  on  the 
.31st,  a  bill  was  introduced  to  eucourage  ship  build- 
ing.—Mr.  Harl'Oi,  from  the  Committee  on  Indian 
Affairs,  roporttvl  adversely  ujion  the  bills  for  Uie 
raliOcation  of  treaties  with  the  C  oek  nation,  tlie 
.stockbridgp  and  other  Indian  tribes:  aloo  with  the 
Miami  ludians  of  Kansas.  Several  treaties  were 
rpjwtM. 

House  -  In  tho  House  tho  bill  to  revive 
tlie  navigation  and  coniuiercisl  interests  of  the 
Unltml  States  was  considered.  The  previous  qnes- 
tioii  w.ts  seconded,  and  the  main  question  ordered. 
When  a  general  discussion  took  place.  The  bill 
was  llnallv  refernnl  to  a  select  I'wmmittee.— Tue 
bill  to  reduce  intenial  taxation  was  then  taken  up 
and  discnsseil.  The  House  pn^gressed  with  the 
bill  as  far  as  swtlon  Hixteeu,  without  any  import- 
ant ameiulmeuts.

trifling  matter  in  comparison  with  that 
which  is  now  tiiua  imposed  and  adhered  to 
by  the  Republican  party.  Bat  the  right 
of  Congress  to  tax  one  class  of  people  to 
enrich  ano;her  class  was  denied  by  the 
Democracy,  a:;d  the  people  would  not  sub- 
mit to  it,  and  the  protectionists  were  com- 
pelled to  yield.  Even  at  that  time,  Mr. 
Clay,  while  supporting  the  power  of  Con- 
gress to  impose  a  protective  tarift,  declared 
that  the  manufacturing  interests  of  the 
country  no  longer  needed  protection,  and 
he  introduced  the  bill,  which  became  a 
law,  the  object  of  which  was,  as  expressed 
by  him  in  the  Senate,  *•  To  bring  down  the 
rate  of  duties  tj  that  revenue  atandsrd  for 
uhich  ow  opponents  have  so  long  contendtd." 
By  the  provi^^ioas  of  that  bill,  the  protec- 
tive theory  WIS  abandoned,  and  a  gradual 
reduction  of  duties,  or  taxes  was  to  take 
place,  80  that  by  1S41,  the  Democratic 
doctrine  of  a  revenue  standard  would  be 
reached. 

But  in  1840  the  Whig  party  achieved 
power.and  again  imposed  another  protective 
tariff  upon  tae  people;  or,  in  other  words, 
taxed  the  whole  people  of  the  country  to 
benefit  a  few  manufaeturers,  and  this  con- 
tinued antil  1S45,  when  the  Demixsratic 
party  again  cime  into  power,  la  1S46  the 
protective  tariff  was  then  again  repealed, 
and  a  purely  revenue  tariff  established  by 
orr  party,  which  continued  umii   the  Re«« 

Sublican  party  obtained  power  in  1861. 
during  this  time,  from  184t)  to  1861,  under 
the  operations  of  the  Democratic  revenue 
tariff,  the  country  was  never  so  prosperoU'", 
including  all  branches  of  manufacturing 
interests,  and  taxation  never  so  light  and 
little  felt.  The  average  annual  expenses 
of  the  Government  durirg  this  period,  ex- 
clusiv  J  of  the  con  of  the  Mexicai  war,  did 
not  exceed  forty-five  million  dollars ;  while 
now,  in  time  of  peace,  under  Republican 
rule,  and  an  oppreanve  tariff  tax  to  benefit 
a  few,  such  as  was  never  before  tolerated 
or  attempted,  the  annual  expenses  of  our 
government,  exclu'^ive  of  interest  on  the 
public  debt,  are  over  two  hundred  million 
dollars,  to  say  nothing  of  the  amount  an- 
nually stolen.  1-  costs  now  half  as  much 
to  collect  tiie  revenue  aa  it  did  in  D.;mo- 
cratic  days  to  defray  all  the  expenses  cf 
the  Government. 

When  the  republican  party  took  con- 
trol of  the  Government  in  ISUI,  and  the 
civil  war  came  upon  u^,  and  when  the 
people  were  thinking  only  of  the  salvation 
of  the  Union  without  reference  to  the  cost, 
the  monopolists  again  rallied  their  forces, 
and  have  received  from  Congress  since  the 
republican  party  has  been  in  power,  no 
leea  than  thirteen  different  tariii'  acta  and 
resolutions,  each  one  increasing  the  duties 
upon  imports,  and  thereby  raiiHng  the 
rates  of  taxation  upon  the  consumer — 
enriching  a  few  at  the  expense  of  the 
many.  \\  bile  in  Great  Britain  the  number 
of  articles  upon  which  tariff  duty  is  im- 
posed, is  only  ten  or  twelve,  in  this  coun- 
try the  number  of  articles  thus  taxed  is 
between  four  and  five  thousand.  Every 
farming  utensil,  every  implement  used  by 
the  mechanic,  every  articia  of  household 
furniture,  every  article  of  clothing,  tea, 
coffee,  salt  and  su^ar,  acd  everything  that 


greatly  reduces  the  importations,  and 
thereby  lessens  the  revenue,  but  greatly 
enhances  the  price  to  the  consumer.  By 
the  tariff  tax  on  cotton  and  woolen  goods 
and  iron,  the  people  paid  into  the  Treaa- 
i  ury,  last  year,  about  thirty  miUion  dJlars, 
and  into  the  iKx:kets  of  the  manufacturers 

about  two  hun- 
ars.    The  tariff

While  the  Western  farmer  and  mechan- 
ic finds  it  difficult  to  pay  his  taxes  and 
support  hia  familv  in  a  respectable  man 
ner,  the  Eastern  manufacturer,  under  the 
m  juopoly  given  him  by  the  tariff,  ia  de- 
claring an  annual  divid<;ndupon  hia  capi- 
tal of  from  fifty  to  a  hundred  per  cent. 
The  repub.ican  party  enacted  this  tariff, 
and  now,  with  a  two-thirds  majority  in 
in  both  branches  of  Congress,  refuses  any 
reduction  or  modification.  Eastern  capi- 
talists, who  have  grown  rich  upon  the 
hor.est  iadustry  of  the  country  through  the 
operations  of  the  claae  legialation  of  the 
repul  lican  pariy,  present  magnificently 
furnished  rtsidencea  to  President  Grant, 
at  the  E  istern  faahionable  watering  places 
and  luxuriate  with  him  in  fast  horses, 
gorgeous  receptions  and  splendid  enter- 
tainme:;ta,  and  as  the  tariff  is  the  foun- 
tain from  whence  it  all  springs,  the  ad- 
ministration is  opposed  to  changing  ita 
character.  In  his  last  messag>;,  PreaidentJ 
Grant,  in  speaking  of  the  present  unright- 
eous and  extortionate  tariff",  says:  "But 
the  general  revision  of  the  laws  regulat- 
ing the  subject  I  recommend  the  jKjatpone* 
ment  of  for  the  present." 

Tne  cardinal  principle  of  the  republi- 
can party  now  is,  a  high  protective  tariff.

the  recommendation  of  Treaident  Grant. 
Although  ia  Las  b  en  shown  by  Mr.  Wella, 
the  commiasioner  of  internal  revenue,  in 
his  report  to  Congress  (republican  author- 
ity) aad  by  Democritic  members  over  and 
over  again,  how  ur.juatly,  unequdly,  and 
oppressively  the  present  tariff  operates, 
and  that  by  abandoning  the  republican 
theory  of  protection  and  class  legislation, 
the  tariff  might  and  ought  to  be  so  modi- 
fied and  reduced,  as  measurably  to  relieve 
the  people  from  its  crushing  weight,  and 
at  the  same  time  produce  an  ample  amount 
of  revenue,  yet  the  republican  party  hav- 
ing taken  iu  stand  for  a  protective  tariff, 
and  secured  the  support ol  the  monopolists 
with  all  their  money  and  their  inffuence, 
refuses  to  yield  its  position,  acouts  the  rec- 
ommendation of  Commissioner  Wells,  and 
bida  defiance  to  the  Democratic  party  and 
the  people.

I  live  in  Congress,  Mr.  ^Vil.'ion,    has    most 
tru'y  and  forcibly  showu   up  some  of  the 
I  iniquities  of   the  prosent  tarifl    upon  the 
1  people  of  this  Slate.     In  a  speech  deliver- 
ed by  him  on  the  29:h  of  March,  he  says : 

It  is  e!!timated  that  the  people  of  the  United 
Sta'es  use  on  an  average  l'."0  poutds  of  iron  a 
year  per  head.  The  population  of  my  •state  is 
near  oOo.OjO.  We  use,  then,  annually  2\0:.0 
tons  of  iron  The  tariff  on  this  will  average 
more  thsn  S20  par  ton.  and  raise  the  price  that 
muL'h.  My  S Late  is  t^us  paying  8uUO,000  ea  h 
each  year  tai  upon  the  use  of  iron  alone.  It 
is  upon  the  plows,  harrows,  hoes,  axes,  wagons, 
chains,  etoves,  thrjshini-machines,  reapers 
mowers,  horsc^sLoes,  everything  into  the  pro- 
duction of  which  iron  enters. 

But  th  s  ncreased  prica  of  iron  injures  u.«  in 
another  and  more  serious  manner.  It  increases 
the  cost  of  onr  trmsportation  ;  it  in'reases  the 
cost  of  constiuctinsr  steamboats  and  railroads 
anl  keeping  them  in  repair.  This  increase  is 
large,  and  largely  in  •re:ises  freight  .  A  calcu- 
lati'JK  made  with  reference  to  the  Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  railway,  shows  thar 
from  th:s  caii'e  alone  the  transportation  of 
wheat  from  the  center  of  our  State  to  Lake 
Michigan  has  increased  four  cents  a  bushel.  It 
would  be  mciderate  to  add  Bi.\  centa  a  bushel 
more  for  the  balance  of  the  route  to  the  sea 
board  The  luxury  of  our  tariff  oa  iron,  then, 
costs  u^  51.o0o.000  extra  to  move  our  surplus 
crop  to  tide-water  market.  One  and  a  half 
millions  does  this  tariff,  then,  take  from  u.«  in 
increised  prices.  Le^s  than  $25<J,Ouu  of  this 
goes  iatj  the  Treasury ;  more  than  Jl,25  J.OJO  to 
the  iron  manufacturers  for  profits.

At  first  aeveral  republicans  favored  the 
resolutions,  and  it  was  supposed  they 
would  pass,  but  soon  all  were  b.^ought  into 
line,  and  the  reaolutioi-s  defeated  by  a 
solid  republican  vote. 

When  Mr.  Donnelly  took  grouad  against 
a  protective  tariff,  last  year,  he  wai  furi- 
ou  ly  aasailed  by  the  New  York  Trihmu, 
and  the  republican  papers  and  leading 
men  of  that  party  in  this  State,  and 
charged  with  having  deserted  them  and 
gone  over  to  the  Democracy.  Op  posit 'ran 
to  a  protective  tariff  was  oppcaition  to  the 
republican  party. 

The  republican  members  in  Cnogresa 
from  this  State  have  never  advocated  or 
voted  for  Minnesota  interests  on  the  tariff 
question,  but  have  always  co-operated  with 
the  high-tariff  taxation  protectionists.  To 
do  otherwise  was  to  forfeit  their  standing 
in  the  republican  party,  and  lose  control 
of  the  ftderal  patronage  in  the  State.  Any 
tariff  taxation  upon  the  people  of  this  State 
demanded  by  the  iron  mongers  of  Penn- 
sylvania, or  the  cotton,  woolen  or  other 
manufacturers  of  New  England,  has  never 
been  opposed  but  supported  by  our  repub- 
lican Senators  and  Repressn'tatives.  To 
do  otherwise  now  ia  to  incur  the  displeas- 
ure of  President  Grant,  and  lose  the  pat- 
ronage of  the  administration,  and  standing 
in  the  republican  party.  Repreeentative 
Wiikinsoa  has  recently  somewhat  yielded 
to  the  Democratic  sentiment  upon  the  tar- 
iff question,  but  in  so  doing  has  lost  hia 
hopes  and  chances  of  a  le  nomination.

These  are  but  the  same  principles  for 
which  our  party  has  contended  for  more 
than  forty  years,  and  always  enforced  when 
in  power;  and  we  rejoice  to  see  others 
coming  to  their  support,  and  will  gladly 
co-opcra»«  with  all  such,  in  again  effecting 
the  overthrow  of  the  protective  system,  and 
the  triumph  of  these  principles. 

As  the  slavery  question  upon  %hich  the 
republican  parly  waa  built  up,  was  no  lon- 
ger in  the  political  arena,  many  of  the 
leading  men  of  that  party  joined  or  coun 
teuanced  the  Free  Trade  League,  and 
aiuouK  them  are  such  names  as  Wm.  C, 
Bryant,  of  the  New  York  Post,  Wm.  Lloyd 
Garrison,  Henry  Ward  Beecher  and  John 
A.  Dix.    The  object  of  the  L^igu?  being 


so  vote  under  any  circumstances.  The 
tariff  qiie->tion  is  national  ia  its  character, 
and  is  now  the  great  issue ;  and  there  is  no 
chance  for  deception  by  putting  on  the 
Democratic  free  trade  garb  to  fight  for 
the  protectionists.  It  is  the  Ripublican 
party  that  has  ei-poused  the  cause  of  the 
protec'.ioaista,  and  to  vote  with  jhat  party 
18  to  vote  for  a  protective  tariff,  no  matter 
what  pretence  to  the  contrary  may  be  as- 
sumed. In  the  language  of  the  great 
Western  orjan  of  that  warty,  the  Chicago 
Republican,  "  The  Rspublicau  party  is  the 
protective  party  of  the  country,  true  to  its 
past,  true  to  its  birth,  to  its  future."  The 
position  of  the  Democratic  party  upon  the 
question  is  the  same  first,  last  an i  all  the 
time— a  tariff" for  revenue  only,  and  only 
so  much  revenue  from  this  source  a^is  ab- 
solutely nece.asary.

A  HKAKIKEM)IN({  STOKT. 


Knddrn  Klse  ofK  Texan  RIvrr-A  f*«ni- 
tly  (iivept  Away  lia  tli«  Flood. 

(.>iu>  ot' tho  most  torril^o  iwlaruititM  of  its 
uatnre  that  has  happened  lately  is  narrated 
bf  the  Anstin  (Texas)  Jonrual.  It  rt>ftil« 
aiiuost  liko  a  roiuance,  ivs  it  soems  ioipossi- 
blo  lor  a  small  stream  twenty  feet  below  its 
banks  to  rise  with  snch  rapidity  as  is  stated. 
It  is,  nevertheless,  a  truth  that  is  far 
stranger  thau  fietiou. 

"We  published,  st'me  time  since,  a  brief 
and  uec€ssarily  imperfei't  aeconut  of  this 
stnvEge  and  most  painful  ealamity,  which 
■we  now  correet,  with  fnll^r  particulars,  as 
we  receive  the  statement  ftova  the  lips  of 
I>r«(Vet  I'olouel  Merriam,  ilaj*>r  of  the 
Twtuty  unirtb  luf.mtry,  who  is  now  in 
Aiv^tinl  Thg  Colon«l,  after  four  years  of 
miliuiry  stirvjce  on  the  trontiors  of  Riuisa8. 
New  Mexico  and  West  Texas,  hud  received 
leave  of  al^senoe,  auil  was  jonrneyiug  with 
liis  wife  and  child  from  £1  Poiio  to  th* 
Texan  coaiit. 

"Thoy  had  reached  the  head  of  the  Con- 
fho  river,  ami  camped  for  the  night  on 
Sunday,  tho  a4lh  of  April. 

••The  river  is  formed  by  the  junction  of 
the  rills  of  w.;ter  trom  several  large  springs, 
which  have  been  dammed  into  ponds  by 
the  wild  beaver,  and  are  well  filletl  with 
Lirge  fish. 

"The  stream  is  so  small  here  that  a  man 
can  -.tip  across  it  anywhere.  Ihe  banks 
were  twenty  feet  above  the  bed  of  the  wa- 
tt-r.  F.itigned  with  the  long  journey  of 
sixty-eiaht  miles  in  the  previous  twenty- 
tour  hours,  without  water,  the  party  were 
pleasantly  resting,  when  early  in  the  even- 
uig,  Colouel  Merriam  was  aroused  by  the 
signs  of  an  approaching  storm.  The  tent 
w<is  fastened  and  made  a.s  secure  as  possi- 
ble, and  about  l>  o'clock  a  hail  storm  burst 
upon  them,  accompanied  by  some  nain  t\nd 
a  strong  wind. 

•The  IaII  of  hail  was  nnprececlentetl, 
lasting  until  nearly  11;  the  stones  being  of 
the  size  of  hens'  eggs,  and  striking  the 
tfut  and  prairie  with  a  noise  like  that  of 
incessant  mtfSketry. 

•'The  Colonel,  who  was  not  ignorant  of 
the  sudden  and  extreme  overiiows  to  which 
the  mountain  streams  of  Texas  are  liable, 
went  out  into  the  darkness  as  soon  as  the 
storm  had  ceased,  to  note  what  eflfect  had 
been  produced  on  this  rivulet.  To  his 
am;\zement  he  found  in  the  formerly  almost 
dry  bf  d  of  the  creek  a  resistless  torrtut, 
londed  and  filled  with  hail,  rolling  bank 
full,  white  as  milk,  and  silent  as  a  river  of 
oil.  He  at  once  saw  the  danger,  and  ran 
back  to  the  tent,  shouting  Ut  the  escort  and 
iwrrants  to  turn  out  iJo  placed  Mrs.  Sler- 
rijou,  the  child  and  nnrse  iu  the  carriage, 
and,  with  the  aid  of  three  men,  started  to 
run  witli  it  to  the  higher  ground,  a  distance 
of  not  sixty  yards.  Scarcely  n  mmute  had 
elapsed  from  the  time  the  alarm  had  been 
given,  but  already  the  WBter  had  surged 
over  the  bank  in  waves  of  such  volimie  and 
force  as  to  sweep  the  party  from  their  feet 
before  they  had  trnversed  thirty  yards. 

"The  Colonel  called  for  assistance  on 
some  cavalry  soldiers,  who  had  just  escap- 
ed from  the  United  States  mail  station  near 
by,  but  they  were  too  terrorized  to  heed  or 
h%lp. 

"Colonel  Merriam  then  abandoned  tho 
hope  of  saving  his  family  in  the  carriage, 
and  tried  to  enter  it  in  order  to  swim  out 
with  them,  but  he  was  swept  down  the  ice- 
colj  torrent  like  a  bubble.  Being  an  ex- 
pert swimmtT,  he  succeeded  in  reaching 
the  bank  about'  two  hundred  yards  below, 
and  ran  back  to  renew  the  effort,  when  he 
received  the  terrible  tidings  that,  the  car- 
riage with  all  its  precious  freight,  had  turn- 
ed over,  and  gone  rolling  down  the  flood, 
his  wife  saying,  as  she  disappeared,  •  My 
darling  husband,  good  bye.'  The  little  rill 
of  a  few  hours  before,  which  a  child  might 
step  across,  had  become  a  raving  river.cov- 
ered  with  masses  of  drift-wood,  a  mile  in 
width,  and  trom  thirty  to  forty  feet  deep. 

•'The  bereaved  husband  procured  a 
horse  from  one  of  the  cavalry,  and  rode  far 
down  the  torrent,  but  could  see  nothing  in 
the  darkness,  and  heard  naught  but  the 
wild  sounds  of  tho  wave.-?.  So  passed  the 
long  and  weary  night. 

"Before  day  the  strange  and  momentary 
flood  Lid  passed  by,  and  the  sm  .11  stream 
shrank  to  its  usual  size,  and  ran  in  its 
wonted  bed.  The  sad  search  began.  The 
drowned  soldiers  and  servants,  four  iu 
number,  were  found,  and  the  body  of  the 
wife  taken  from  the  water  about  three- 
fourths  of  a  mile  l>elow,  and  prepared  for 
»  journey  of  fifty-three  miles  to  the  post  of 
Concho  for  temporary  l^urial.  Not  till 
three  days  after  was  the  body  of  the  child 
f  .una,  four  miles  down  the  stream,  a  long 
fiistaucu  from  its  bed.  ilrs.  Merriman  was 
a  lady  of  culture  and  attainments,  valued 
and  beloved  by  all  who  knew  her.  The 
little  girl,  not  three  years  old,  was  remark- 
able for  the  maturity  of  her  mind  and  the 
sweetness  of  her  diy^poaition. 

"The  carriage  was  drifted  by  thn  current 
about  a  mile,  and  lodged  in  a  thicket.  The 
storm  and  the  flood  are  represented  as 
frightful  beyond  description-  The  Beaver 
ponds,  from  which  the  Concho  takes  its 
rise,  were  so  filled  with  tho  icy  hail  that 
the  catfish  were  killed  by  the  congelation, 
and  were  swept  in  wagon  loads,  together 
with  the  myriads  of  smaller  animals  of  tho 
plain,  sueh  as  rabbits,  and  snakes,  all  over 
the  country,  by  the  sudden  and  rushing 
flood. 

"Three  days  after  tho  storm,  when  the 
party  left  the  Concho,  the  hail  lay  in  drifts 
and  winrows  to  the  depth  of  mor.  than  six 
feet !  A  calamity  more  sad,  strange,  and 
tragic  it  has  seldom  been  our  lot  to  narrate, 
and  our  deepest  sympathies  go  out  to  the 
father  and  husband  thus  suddenly  stricken 
to  the  heart  by  the  ghastly  loss  of  all  that 
he  held  most  dear. " 


ScEENcE  is  worried  about  the  sun,  which 
is  now  said  to  be  as  spotted  as  a  smallpox 
victim.  It  is  said  that  now  the  nun  has  on 
its  face  eighteen  large  spots  and  number- 
less smaller  ones,  and  they  oocnpy  posi- 
tions OS  follows:  six  oh  the  northwest  and 
eight  on  the  southeast  quarters,  the  other 
four  being  on  the  northeast  quarter.

As  these  spots  are  cavities  eaten 
into  Old  Sol's  bowel.s!,  each  of  the  large 
ones  would  take  in  five  of  our  littlo  worids, 
and  then  have  room  to  spare  for  Mexico. 
The  combined  area  of  all  the  spots  or  cavi- 
ties IS  about  one-ono  hundred  and  thirtieth 
.of  the  perpendicular  area  presented  to  us 
by  the  sun.  It  is  thought  these  spots  have 
something  to  du  with  the  cool  weather  we 
are  having,  and  well  they  may,  if  science  is 
not  mistaken  and  they  are  really  there.

\  woaderlhl  disoovory  has  just  Ixsen  made 
al>ont  t»ix  miles  west  of  Dubu.pie,  Iowa, 
vhioh  •'on.<ust^  of  acaveof  immAusodimen- 
Hion>  and  .magnificent  gorgeousness  and 
beauty.  While  mining  toi  lead  ore,  a  Mr. 
liice  m  ulo  the  diitoovery  iu  opening  a  nar- 
row patsiige,  which  h«  folio  wen  about  seven 
hundre  1  feet,  heading  into  a  large  room, 
connec  ed  by  a  uivrrow  passage  with  many 
others,  which  he  followed  a  distance  of 
alnnit  i  ne  thousand  feet,  where  the  cave 
seomed  to  terminate.  He  afterward  sunk  a 
shaft  tl  irty  feet  deep,  intersecting  the  cav* 
near  ittt  termination,  and  be  and  his  party 
of  five  desi'ended  and  entered  another 
narrow  passage  of  about  one  hundred  foot, 
where  t  expands  into  a  large  hall  of  one 
hundred  feet ^n  length,  forty  or  fifty  ft>et 
wide,  md  from  ten  to  fifteen  ftet  high, 
and  oTnament«d  with  stalactites  of  great 
beauty  tho  roof,  Uko  a  miniature  sky, 
studded  and  spangled  with  orbs  of  most 
briUiai  I  liuire,  and  preMuting  a  orystAl- 
lino  surface  of  exquisite  fineness  and  (nstre, 
which  flashes  by  the  light  of  the  torches 
with  great  l>rilliancy.  From  this  room  tho 
oave  branches  iu  two  directions,  at  an 
angle  .>f  about  forty  degrees,  which,  on 
being  trav«rsed  for  about  half  a  mile,  the 
explor«  rs  found  several  other  chambers 
of  e^eu  greater  dimensions,  lUid 
greatly  exceeding  the  first  in  beauty  and  in- 
terest, the  entire  sides  and  roota  being  cov- 
ered w  th  snow-white  stalactites  and  frost- 
like  in.  nistations  ot  carbonate  of  lime  and 
gyii«m>t.  In  many  ^xirts  of  the  cave  might 
also  b>  seen  arayonite;  and  at  distances 
varyinfj  from  ten  to  fifteen  feet,  are  deep 
recesses  iu  the  walls,  so  large  and  high  in 
some  c  tsea  as  to  enable  them  to  walk  about 
in  theii.  On  the  floors  of  these  recesses 
many  stalagmites  bad  formed,  one  re- 
sembli  tg  a  huge  polar  bear,  and  01  her 
forimit  ons  resembling  clusters  of  grapes, 
etc  la  another  place  a  hand  was  distinctly 
traced.  Tho  water  in  the  cave  is  so  clear 
that  in  places  where  it  is  ten  inches  deep  it 
does  net  appear  to  be  more  thau  two.  The 
party  r  L»maiued  in  the  cave  about  six  horns 
and  traveled  iu  it  about  two  miles. 

How  A  Battle   is  Fougbt 

How  a  battle  la  fought?  With  tremen- 
dous VI  'lleys,  the  ranks  standing  firm  and 
steady  is  on  dress  parade— with  enthus- 
iasm, v  it  b  deafening  cheers,  with  music, 
and  finished  by  a  glorious  bayonet  charge? 
Nothin  <  of  the  kind.  Here  ;\re  simply  some 
thousiiids  of  men,  on  either  side,  who  have 
been  laarched  out  this  pleasant  day  to 
butchc  *  ettoh  otLer.  Modem  fire  arms  are 
horribly  effective  weapons— a  good  Spring- 
field masket  will  kill  at  a  thousand  yards; 
and  by  the  time  yon  have  drawn  these  op- 
posing forces  to  within  two  hundred  jards 
of  each  other,  or  about  the  distance  across 
a  good  sized  wheat  field,  the  battle  is  re- 
solved into  a  simple  problem— which  army 
can  staad  the  most  killing  or  wounding 
withou  breaking  up?  When  that  question 
is  answered,  yon  can  tell  which  side  will  be 
viotorii  us.  "The  business  of  the  officers  is 
to  hold  the  men  to  work — to  compel  them 
to  load  and  fire  until  so  many  of  the  enemy 
are  put  hors  du  comhai  that  he  is  forced  to 
withdraw. 

„  Take  your  regim  rnt  into  battle  as  order- 
ly as  y(  u  may,  be'oiv^  it  has  been  under  fire 
half  an  hour  it  will  become  resolved  into 
knots  and  groaps,  f'om  the  drawing  togeth- 
er to  fill  the  places  of  those  stricken  down, 
and  tht  survivors  will  be  lying  or  kneeling, 
forced  lown  by  the  irresistible  instinct  of 
self-pn  scrvatiou.  Tho  sights  and  sounds 
of  bat!  le  are  well  nigh  indescribable.  — 
Noise,  lomult,  danger,  excitement,  all  blend 
to  mak  1  a  scene  which  I  think  can  have  no 
paialle  on  the  hither  side  of  the  infernal 
regionh.  During  his  first  battle  perhaps 
the  n-  >\  elty  of  the  thing  may  fill  the  recruit 
with  g)  nuine  enthusiasm  and  put  fear. in 
the  background;  but  after  that  he  wiU  find 
the  p<etryof  the  battle  field  somewtiat 
overdone  in  "Hohenlinden,"  and  fighting 
itself  r.ither  a  prosaic  and  dangerous  butch- 
ery. 

Thera  is  nothing  less  like  a  pageant,  I 
verily  lielieve,  than  a  battle.  The  arms  are 
not  polished  and  shiny  now,  for  the  dew  of 
last  night's  bivouac  in  the  grass  has  tarnish- 
ed theiil;  very  plain  blouses  have  taken  the 
place  )f  straight  bodied,  corsety  coats; 
belts  i,re  loosened,  or  in  the  fury  of  the 
tight  aio  thrown  aside  altogether;  shoulder 
straps  and  epaulets  are  discarded,  out  of 
wholes'  ime  regard  for  the  enemy's  sharp  ■ 
shootejs;  and  alter  the  fight  has  progress- 
efl  an  lour,  you  will  find  those  who  are 
still  figliting  dirty,  grimy,  and  laboring  to 
kill  the  enemy  with  about  as  hard  manual 
labor  a  i  your^wood  sawyer  employs  on  your 
wood  1  ile. 

How  ><»te<l  JHen  Became  Rich  by  Chance, 

*     i ew  York  Cor.  of  the  Troy  Times. 

Manj  years  ago  a  young  Scoich  emigrant 
arrived  in  New  York  penniless.  He  was  a 
mechai  ic,  and  labored  at  his  trade  with- 
out get  ing  more  than  a  living.  One  day 
he  saw  a  man  selling  flowers  in  the  market, 
and  being  passionately  fond  of  them,  he 
bought  a  pot  for  a  trifle  and  trudged 
home  %  ith  it.  A  gentleman  who  met  him 
was  attracted  by  the  beauty  of  the  flower, 
and  asked  its  price.  The  mechanic  named 
a  small  advance,  and  the  gentleman  at 
once  purchased  it.  This  trifling  incident 
led  the  mechanic  to  the  flower  trade,  and 
he  beta  ne  a  florist,  and  founded  a  seed 
and  gurdening  establishment,  which  has 
been  kt  pt  up  for  sixty  years.  Those  who 
are  acq  lainted  with  his  history  will  recog- 
nize in  the  humble  individual  referred  to 
no  less  !\  personage  than  Grant  Thorbom. 
These  i  iBtances  are  not  confined  to  New 
York.  Fairbanks,  when  keeping  a  country 
store,  w  as  obliged  to  tinker  his  scales  in 
order  U  get  a  correct  balance,  and  this  led 
to  making  a  new  one  of  his  own  invention. 
From  this  beginning  has  grown  up  the 
great  esablishment  at  St.  Johnsbury,  which 
now  furuishes  a  large  part  of  the  part  coun- 
try witl    the  implement. 

To  come  back  to  this  city.  John  Jacob 
Astor  w  ts  led  in  a  similar  way  to  that  spec- 
ialty wl  ich  made  him  rich.  He  was  sell- 
ing toyj ,  when  ho  met  a  man  who  had  some 
very  fine  iurs.  His  attention  was  arrested 
by  this  article,  and  he  learned  that  they 
could  b  )  purcha.sed  of  tho  Indians  at  a  low 
rate,  lie  knew  their  value  in  London,  and 
soon  CO  umenced  dealing  in  furs,  which  he 
continn  »d|>  until  he  controlled  the  market 
on  both  sides  of  the  ocean.  Had  John  Ja- 
cob Astor  followed  the  predilections  ol 
most  of  his  countrymen  he  would  have 
opened  »  corner  grocery  and  sold  sugar  and 
soap. 

A  Singular  IiiciUeni. 

A  few  days  since  a  gentleman  of  this  city, 
going  trom  Commonwealth  avenue  in  a 
hack  to  onfe  of  the  Eastern  depots,  had  oc- 
casion to  pass  through  Charles-st  Owing

It  is  well  kncNvn  tlmt  during  the  r««volu- 
tionary  wars  in  NorlLein  Italy,  in  iKlHaud 
1849,  the  Anstrlau  commanders  caused  a 
nvmber  of  aristocratic  ladies  who  had  |)ar- 
tiuipatt>d  ill  some  patriotic  demonstration, 
to  be  brutally  whipped  by  Croatic  soldiers 
in  front  of  the  city  jails,  and-  in  the  PK'h- 
enoe  of  large  crowds  of  spectators.  Thus 
In  Brescias  the  Countess  of  Ferrari,  a  young 
marrie<l  lady  of  tweuty-tlve,  -aIio  hatl  col- 
lected money  for  the  revolutionary  volun- 
teors,  was  placed  before  a  Military  Com- 
mission of  Austrian  officers,  and,  by  direc- 
tion of  Lieutenant  Field-Marshal  Neipperg, 
sentenced  to  receive  fifty  strokes  with  the 
vmrym,  Ou  the  same  alWrnoon  she  was  led 
on  the  riaco  d'Anms,  and,  after  having 
been  stripped  aluumt  iiitked,  tioil  to  a 
bench,  sho  received  her  punishment 
at  the  bauds  of  two  stalwart  Croats, 
who  were  armed  with  lormidable 
bunches  of  birch  rods.  Every  stroke  with 
them  mnst  have  been  intensely  painfnl, 
but  the  Couuteas  did  not  utter  a  sound  of 
oomplaiuU  At  the  tweuly-flAU  stroke, 
however,  she  fainted,  and  when  her  execu- 
tioners had  iutlioled  the  full  uuutber  of 
stroktts  on  lur  seusolesh  b<Hly,  she  wa«  car- 
ried back  iu  an  almost  lifoK-ss  condition  to 
her  cell,  and  thrc^ wo  on  a  bundle  of  straw. 
She  never  fully  recovered  from  this  terrible 
castigation,  and  died  a  few  months  after- 
ward. This  is  only  one  case  of  many. 
The  fathers,  husbands,  brothers  and  sons 
of  these  martyred  Italian  ladies  formed  in 
the  year  l>SaO  a  secret  league  for  the  pur- 
pose of  meting  out  punishment  to  tho  bru- 
tal Austrian  commanders  who  had  ordered 
their  mothers,  wives  and  sisters  to  be  chas- 
tised iu  this  cmel  manner.  They  resolved 
to  abide  their  time,  and  to  pick  ofi*  the 
Austrians  whenever  an  opportunity  to  do 
so  presented  itself. 

'fwo  years  ago  great  excitement  was  cre- 
ated in  Austria  by  the  assassination  of  an 
Austrian  General,  iu  Illyria,  by  a  young 
Italian  nobleman,  who  thus  avenged  his 
mother,  that  ha<l  been  terribly  flogged  by 
order  of  the  GeneraL  The  avenger  suc- 
ceeded in  making  his  escape,  and  the  Aus- 
trian govemmoiit  did  not  take  pains  to  ob- 
tain his  extraditiou  from  the  Italian  au- 
thorities. The  other  day  a  similar  tragedy 
took  place  in  the  neighborhood  of  Lay- 
bach,  where  Neipperg,  the  principal  actor 
in  the  cruel  scene  which  wo  have  n.ir- 
rated  above,  owned  a  country-seat.— 
On  the  27th  of  April  last,  a  well- 
ilress-d  young  stranger  presented  himself 
at  the  chateau  and  told  the  servant  who 
opened  the  door  to  him  that  ho  desired  to 
see  Count  Neipperg.  "The  Count  is  in 
the  garden.  Shall  I  call  him?"  asked  tho 
servant  "No,"  replied  the  young  stran- 
ger: "take  mo  to  the  garden,  nnd  1  will  bio 
His  Excellency  ther»."  The  servant  con- 
ducted him  to  the  garden,  in  rather  a  re- 
mote part  of  which  they  met  Neipperg,  who 
was  promenading  with  his  daughter,  a 
young  lady  of  22.  The  stranger,  address- 
ing Neipperg,  said  to  him:  "I  am  Count 
Ferrari !  What  did  you  do  to  my  mother?" 
Neipperg  looked  in  surprise  at  him.  Tho 
next  moment  Count  Ferrari  plunged  a  knifo 
into  his  breast,  and.  despito  tho  fnvutic  at- 
tempts of  the  young  Countess  Neippert, 
sacceeded  iu  making  his  escape. 

Ftireigii  Items. 

Napoleon,  while  vihiting  a  carriage  man- 
ulactory  in  Pans,  the  other  day,  was  ap- 
proached by  a  workmau,  a  native  of  Cor- 
sioi,  who  remarked,  with  ftimiliarity 
enough,  that  they  were  cousins,  since  a 
Bonaparte  married  one  of  his  ancesstresses 
in  the  last  century.  "Myconsin,"  said  the 
Emperor,  ''I  am.  incognito  -be  you  equally 
so." 

M.  MocQTTZBis,  the  son-in-law  of  Eugone 
Pelletan,  had  a  son  bom  on  the  day  of  tho 
plebiscitum,  and,  in  registering  the  birth  at 
the  marie,  gave  "Non"  as  the  child's  name. 
Tho  clerk  refused  to  accept  it.  "Well, 
but."  argued  M.  Mocqueris,  "if  I  choose  to 
call  him  ' Oiri' yon  would  not  object."  M. 
Mocqueris  was  compelled,  however,  to 
put  up  with  a  name  from  the  calendar  of 
saints. 

Ah  old  aot  of  Parliament  declares  that 
"every  preacher  in  his  sermons  shall  ex- 
hort, move,  stir,  and  provoke  people  to  be 
liberal,  and  bountifully  to  extend  their 
good  and  charitable  dispositions  from  timo 
to  time  toward  the  comfort  of  the  impo- 
tent, and  the  setting  and  keeping  to  con- 
tinual work  of  sturdy  vagabonds  and  val- 
iant beggars." 

Before  the  Paris  election  a  wine  shop 
advertised  "anti-plebiscitory  wine;"  those 
who  would  vote  "no"  would  be  allowed 
credit,  but  tho  "yes"  electors  must  pay  on 
dehvery.  A  dressmaker  announced  "oui" 
and  "non"  toilets;  and  tho  Marseillaise  ar- 
gued bad  fer  the  Emperor,  because  his 
name  furnished  the  "no" — "N-ap-0-leo-N. " 
But  his  Christian  name  suppHed  the  better 
coincidence  of  a  "yes" — "L-OUI-s." 

The  shape  of  the  whiskers  which  the  offi- 
cials of  tho  Gnmd  Duchy  of  Hesse  are  per- 
mitted to  wear  is  strictly  regulated  by  the 
government.  Moustaches  and  j»  full  beard 
are  considered  as  tabooed,  and  a  special 
permit  of  the  Grand  Duke  is  required  be- 
fore an  official  of  that  great  country  dare 
wear  them.  A  few  days  ago  the  govern- 
ment organ  contained  the  notice  t^at  His 
Royal  Highness  had  most  graciously  ac- 
corded the  privilege  of  wearing  a  full  beard 
to  a  prosecuting  attorney  in  Maintz,  named 
Falker. 


CoBN  FoDDEB  Condemned,— At  a  recen 
meeting  of  the  milk  producers  of  Eastern 
Ma-ssachnsetts,  one  gentleman  physician  is 
reported  in  the  Now  England  Farmer  as 
speaking  as  follows  on  the  summer  food  for 
cows:  "Ddring  a  part  of  the  season  some- 
thing more  than  pasture  is  needed.  Pas 
tnring  is  usually  very  good  from  May  to 
October,  when  other  feed  is  required.  The 
doctor  said  he  knew  that  there  were  those 
present  who  expec  ted  he  would  condemn 
fodder  corn,  and  they  would  not  be  disap- 
pointed. He  did  not  believe  in  it.  But  farm 
ers  must  not  begin  to  feed  out  their  hay  as 
soon  as  they  get  it  into  their  barns,  nor  can 
they  afford  to  feed  meal  or  jjotatoes.  The 
first  thing  used  generally  is  com  fodder, 
rye  and  millet.  He  was  strongly  opposed 
to  corn  fodder.  Tho  very  condition  of  it 
when  used  showed  that  it  was  unfit  for  pro- 
ducing milk.  It  was  full  of  juice,  and  so 
are  sour  jipples,  but  they  will  not  increase 
the  flow  of  milk.  To  produoe  milk,  food 
is  required  that  will  nourish  the  system  and 
excite  the  lacteal  functions.  Corn  fodder 
will  not  do  this;  it  acts  merely  as  an  irri- 
tant on  tlio  stomach  and  l)owe:8  of  cows.— 
It  would  bo  liko  a  mau  sitting  down  to  a 
diot  of  cathartic  pills.  Hogs  won't  eat  fod- 
der corn,  it  is  so  indigestible,  'Th*  doctor 
thus  referred  to  the  excitement  in  regard 
to  the  sorghum  a  few  years  ago,  which  he 

EronoHnced  a  humbug.  Tho  doctor  said 
0  had  raised  millet  with  great  success. 
One  acre  will  raise  enough  to  keep  twelve 
cows  daring  the  season  for  soiling.  It  is 
nutritious,  and  is  more  like  herds  grass 
than  anything  else." 

MuTUAX,  vs.  FoBEST  CiTY.  —There  is  but 
one  way  to  account  for  the  Mutual  victory 
yesterday  over  the  pride  of  Rockford,  111.', 
the  Forest  City  Club,  and  that  is  the  su- 
perior fielding  of  the  New  Yorkers.  From 
the  outset  it  was  apparent  that  the  Mu- 
tuals,  if  they  could  keep  tho  Forest  City 
lads  down  to  in-field  hitting,  and  do  but 
half  as  well  as  the  visitors  at  the  bat  them- 
selves,.the  game  must  be  recorded  in  their 
favor.  This  they  did  iu  tho  first  respect 
from  the  first,  but  only  awoke  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  doing  tho  second  also  when  half 
the  game  had  boon  played,  and  then  they 
were  not  down  to  steady  hitting  nutil  tho 
seventh  inning.

Oilier  amendments  were  adopted  prohibiting  the

The  House  adjonmed  withont  dia- 
l)08ing  of  the  bill. 

Senate,  June  4.  — After  some  routine  bu- 
siness, the  Indian  appropriation  bill  was  taken  np 
aud  discussed  at  length,  and  an  amendment  adopt- 
ed appropriating  $:)0,0o0  fur  the  purchase  of  wag- 
ons, teams,  agricultural  implements,  live  stock, 
seeds,  etc.,  aud  tor  ercctiug  houses  for  Indiana  in 
tho  Northern  superintendency  upon  the  In- 
diau  Quaker  policy. —After  an  exeoative  aesaion  of 
some  length  the  Senate  adjourned. 

House— Several  bills  and  resolutious 
were  Introduced,  when  the  House  proceeded  with 
the  bill  t»  reduce  taxation.  A  great  deal  of  fiU- 
blistering  was  indulged  in  on  Schenck's  effort  to 
add  a  section  on  the  taritT,  reduciug  the  duties  on 
some  articles.  The  measure  was  defeated.  During 
this  fllibuHterlng  the  Senate  bill  was  passed  provid- 
ing for  tho  appotutmeut  of  managers  of  the  Na- 
tional Asylnius  for  dlsablvd  soldiers,  also  the  joint 
re^)ol^Uou  to  amend  tbe  law  appropriatiug  $40,000 
for  a  survey  of  the  Isthmus  of  Dariun,  so  that  it 
may  be  expended  under  tho  direction  of  the  War 
or  Navy  DepartmenL    Adjoarned. 

Senate,  June  6  -Several  bills  were  intro- 
duced and  some  reportt>d  from  committee. — A  bill 
was  pass,  d  increasing  the  pay  of  asaistaut  census 
marshals;  tho  iucruase  is  not  to  exceed  fifty  per 
cent  of  the  preset  t  pay,  nor  shall  the  whole  pay  ex- 
ceed eight  dollars  per  day  exclusive  of  mileage, — K 
bill  was  pas.<ied  repealing  the  existing  laws  author- 
izing the  transportation  and  exportatiou  of  goods, 
wares  aud  merchaodise  to  Mexico  ovurlaud ,  or  by 
inland  waters.  It  is  claimed  that  this  will  ao  aw.iy 
with  much  smuggling  and  save  $6,0«^io,000  yearly  to 
th©  treasury. — The  Indian  appropriation  bill  was 
considered,  and  amendments  adopted  appropriat- 
ing $loi<,riOO  fur  industrial  schools  among  the  va> 
rfons  Indian  tribes  and  $50,000  for  tho  Indian  ser- 
vice in  Alaska.  Pending  tho  consideration  of  the 
bill  the  Senate  went  into  Exeouliro  session,  and 
soon  after  took  a  recoss. — In  tho  evening  session 
the  House  joint  resolution  granting  a  light  of  way 
tB  the  Mi'iiipliis,  Elpaso  aud  Pacific  Railway  Oom- 
pany  was  indefinitely  postponed.— The  bill  for  the 
settlement  of  claims  for  quartermasters'  and  oom- 
uiissary  storts  furnished  or  taken  by  the  United 
States  within  the  statea  in  rwl>ellion  during  the 
late  war  came  up,  and  was  discussed  until  adjourn- 
luent  without  action. 

House— A  dozen  or  more  bills  were  in- 
troduced aud  referre  i,  but  none  of  them  were  of 
nuuBual  interest. — The  ft  ays  aud  Means  commit- 
tee was  instructed,  by  a  vole  of  ayes  113,  noea  79, 
to  report  a  bill  abolishing  the  tariff  on  coal.— Tues- 
day of  next  week  was  set  down  as  tho  day  for  con- 
sidering tho  report  of  the  Foreign  Affairs  Commit- 
tee on  Cnba.—Schenck,  from  Uie  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means,  reported  a  bill  for  the  fondiug 
aud  consolidation  of  the  national  debt.  Reconi' 
roitted  and  ordered  printed.— The  Honse  then  re- 
sumed the  consideration  of  the  bill  to  reduce  taxa- 
tion, the  queBtion  beiug  on  Mr.  Schenck's  motion 
to  lay  on  tho  table  the  motion  to  reconsider  the 
vote  whereby  the  maiu  question  was  ordered  on 
his  amendment  to  the  first  section  of  tho  tariff  bill. 
The  motion  was  agreed  to  and  the  amendment 
adopted— 139  to  43.  The  second  section  of  the  tar- 
iff bill,  being  the  free  list,  the  third  section,  re- 
lieving from  tonnage  duties  vessels  in  the  coasting 
trsd>^  and  flaherios,  the  fourth  and  last  section, 
modified  so  as  to  make  it  apply  on  y  to  imported 
goods  in  bondoi  warehouxos,  were  separately  offer- 
ed and  agreed  to,  and  tbe  bill  pasRed  by  a  vote  of 
160  to  85.— Tbe  postofflco  appropriation  bill  waa  ta- 
ken up  and  passed.  Among  the  amendments  adop- 
ted was  one  limiting  tho  letter  carvier  system  to 
cities  of  not  loss  than  40,000  inhabitants.— Tbe 
evening  session  was  devoted  to  speech  making. — 
Adjourned.

Firiceii  Beings  Burned  to  Aslies. 

A  dreadful  fire  broke  out  a  few  days  since 
in  the  building  ot  the  spirit  distillery  of  Old 
Budn,  Hungary,  at  three  o'clock  in  the 
morning.  The  inhabitants  of  the  neigh- 
borhood were  scared  out  of  their  beds  by 
tbe  most  fearful  detonations  and  a  continu- 
al thundering  noise.  A  terrible  spectacle 
presented  itself  to  their  view.  The  build- 
ing of  the  said  distillery,  belonging  to  a 
joint  stock  company,  stood  enveloped  in 
fiames  before  them.  The  fire  raged  for 
more  than  twenty  minutes  before  the  fire- 
men arrived  with  the  engines  to 
commence  operations  for  extinguishing 
it.  At  half-past,  four  a  column  of 
flames  ascended  far  above  the  towering 
chimney.  At  that  moment  a  human  being 
appeared  at  one  of  the  windows  of  the  sec- 
ond story;  his  clothes  were  all  in  a  blaze  of 
fire.  The  poor  creature  held  fast  to  the' 
burning  window  sash,  evidently  endeavor- 
ing to  precipitate  himself  into  the  street, 
but  the  sill  gave  way,  and  he  fell  into  the 
depth  below,  striking  his  head  upon  the 
glowing  whuel  of  an  engine— he  was  dead. 
At  half-past  nine  the  fire  was  at  last  got 
under.  Not  less  than  15  dead  bodies  were 
drawn  out  of  the  smouldering  ruins.  Four 
persons,  severely  wounded,  were  taken  to 
the  hospital,  but  there  is  no  hope  of  their 
recovery.  Eight  families  have  lost  their 
maintainors,  and  fifteen  children  have  been 
deprived  of  their  fathers  by  this  awful  oc- 
currence. As  to  the  cause  of  the  conflagra- 
tion, nothing  is  known.

Nteurn's  Patent  Kccentric  Head  Blocks 
for  Circular  sSaw'Mills. 

We  hope  every  person  who  sees  this  no- 
tice will  read  it  carefully,  and  if  not  per- 
sonally interested  himself,  will  call  atten- 
tion to  it.  To  the  casual  observer  it  would 
seem  ol  little  iiuportance,  bat  it  is  a  mat- 
ter of  vital  importance  to  nearly  everyone 
in  thin  country.  We  nse  the  language  of  the 
inventor  himself  in  describing  this 
peat  improTement  in  the  manufacture  of 
lumber.  His  invention  was  first  patented 
in  1856,  and  has  been  before  tho  public  for 
fourteen  years,  aud  on  the  15th  of  April, 
187U,  the  patent  was  extended  for  seven 
y^rs  longer.  The  construction  of  the 
TTfaii  Korlcs  for  a  olronlar  saw-mill  is  of 
much  more  importance  thau  many  are  apt 
to  suppose.  The  saw  must  run  well  to 
make  good  lumber;  but  if,  from  any  cause, 
it  inclines  one-sixth  or  one-eighth  of  an  inch 
sideways,  it  matters  not  so  much  as  to 
h&vo  blocks  which  do  not  set  the  logs  accu- 
rately, for  if  tl\,o  boards  aro  set  3-lG  or  i  of  in 
inch  or  more  in  thickness  than  others, 
nothing  will  correct  the  error.  Tho  boards 
will  be  sawed  as  badly  as  they  aro  sot.  But 
on  tho  other  hand,  if'tbe  saw  is  so  filed  or 
sot  that  it  draws  sideways,  it  does  not  show 
it  HO  much  iu  tho  lumber,  as  it  ordinarily  in- 
clines the  same  way  every  time.  This  can  bo 
corrected  in  the  filing  and  setting. 

To  got  a  perfect  head  block,  many  difiicul- 
ties  aro  to  bj  overcome  apparent  only  to 
those  experienced  in  building  and  running 
mills,  and  who  have  also  devoted  much  atten- 
tion to  learn  the  causes  of  and  the  remedy 
for  imperfect  sawing.  The  accuracy  of  thick- 
noea  desirable,  can  never  be  secured  by  mr  - 
chauical  principles  heretofore  emplojod. 
Noithcr  the  rack  and  pinion,  scruw,  in- 
cline plane,  or  anvthing  of  the  kind, 
will  give  it.  A  quick  motion  will  give  a  thicker 
board  than  a  slow  one.  A  light  log  will  be 
thrown  farther  thau  a  heavy  ono.  The  twist- 
ing of  a  connecting  shaft,  used  in  connection 
with  rack  aud  pinion,  or  screw,  increases  the 
variation;  ono  part  of  tho  gearing  gets 
clogged  with  saw  dust,  while  tho  other  parts 
are  free,  another  cauao  of  irregularity.  The 
screw  blocks  are  slow,  laborious  things. 
There  is  no  self-adjusting  principle  connected 
with  them.  The  handle  must  be  stoppod 
with  preci8ion,or  thero  will  be  great  variafions 
of  thickness.  Much  time  is  lost  in  adjusting 
the  thickness,  and  anything  like  accuracy  is 
out  of  tho  queation.  Tho  cogs  in  the  rack 
and  pinion  blocks  soon  wear  loose,  and  leave 
tho  Isnees  froo  to  be  thrown  too  far 
by  quick  movements  of  the  lever,  or  to  be 
arred  and  drawn  forward  under  the  motion 
of  the  saw  with  a  light  cant.  Cogs  also  wear 
very  irregular— one  cog  more  than  another. 
The  force  of  logs  turned  against  the  knees 
often  break  ofi"  the  corners  of  the  cogs,  caus- 
ing great  irrogularity  in  tho  lumber.  Tho 
screws  in  screw  blocks,  with  so  much  turn- 
ing under  pressure  to  move  the  logs,  wear 
loose  very  fast,  in  two  places,  viz:  The 
threads  in  the  nuts  on  tho  knoos,  anl  between 
tlip  collars  where  they  are  attached  to  tho 
frames.  They  soon  get  very  loose,  and  per- 
mit tho  jarring  of  the  mill  and  tho  drawing  of 
the  saw  to  move  ihe  cants,  as  they  become 
thin  and  light,  so  as  to  make  tho  lumber  un- 
even in  thickness.  Tho  crowning  excellency 
claimed  for  the  Stearns  Blocks,  lies  in  the 
delicate  and  nearly  absolute  mathematical 
precision  and  uniformity  in  tho  adjustment 
of  the  thickness. 

This  point  oi  so  much  importance  is  secur- 
ed by  tho  nee  of  eccentrics,  so  appUod  in  giv- 
ing lateral  motions  to  the  log,  as  to  be  reach- 
ing or  passing  their  centers  when  completing 
the  motion,  aud  adjusting  the  thickness.   Its 
motion  will  be  tastest  when  first  started  and 
will  continually  decrease  until  it  ceases  on 
rcachi!  g  a  dead  centre.    This   gives  a  slow 
movement  when  ncsring  the  required  thick- 
ness, and  leaves  no  momontuma  for  continu- 
ing tho  motion  beyond.    Tho  advantage  over 
all  resistance  is  complete.     The  heaviest  logs 
aro  adjusted  with  the  same  precision  as  the 
lighoet.    The  setting  arms  work  in  pairs— one 
advancine    while    the    other  is  receding,  so 
that  the  log  is  set   forward    by  the  back- 
ward   aa    well   as    the   forward   motion  of 
the    hsTidle.     This    prevents    a    retrogado 
motion  of  the  log.    It  also  doubles  the  pur- 
ch  ise,  making  the  movements  light  and  easy. 
This  application  of  tho  tccentric  secures  a 
most    perfect   self- adjustment  of  thickneas 
without  any  trouble  and  delay  on  the  part  of 
the  sawyer.  So  perfect  is  tho  eccentric  move- 
ment aa  to  accuracy,  that  wo  do  not  gain  or 
lose  tho  thickness  of  paper  iu  sawing  up  a 
large  log.   In  Ihe  first  place,  we  have  the  self- 
adjusting  principle,  giving  such    a  slab  as 
wilt  leave  a  board  at  last  neither  too  thick 
nor  too  thin;  and  then  as  wo  neither  gain  or 
loqo  as  mush   fis    the    thickness  of  paper  in 
cutting  np  a  log,  tho  last    board   is  snro  to 
come    out    right    every    time.    Though  the 
movement  of  the  handle  be  continued,  tho 
knees    cannot    be    thrown    forward  nearer 
the    saw    than    the    thickueaa  of  a  board. 
Thus    the    cante    for    boards    are   eawed, 
leaving      cither     a    perfect    board,    or   an 
inch  and  a  half   or  two    inch    plank,  as  the 
sawyer  choosee,    without    stopping    even  to 
look    at    the    blocks,  and   the  last  board  as 
quickly  as  any.    The  wear  of  the  eccentrics, 
Ol'  their  journals,  or  the  yokes,  never  causee 
the  least  inaccuracy.    The   eccentrics    have 
plenty  of  surplus    rise,  aud    if  they  should 
wear  a  sixteenth  of   an   inch  less,    it  could 
make  no  variation   in    the    setting- not  the 
thickness  of  a   greenback    in    sawing    up  a 
whole  log— 80   perfect     is   tho   adjustment 
made  by  an   eccentric  on  reaching  a   dead 
center.    Tapering  lumber  may  bo  sawed,  as 
one  block  may  be    thrown  out  of  gear  while 
the  other   is   moving   the  difierenee.    The 
beauty        anj        excellence        of        this 
atrangement       cannot       be       fully      un- 
derstood     without      seeing      the      blocks, 
and     watching     their     operation     on    the 
mill.    The  simphcity,  directness  and  power 
of  the  movement,  the  evident  durabihty  of 
tho  blocks,  and  the  es'^e,   dispatch  aud  per- 
fect accuracy  in  setting  the  various  thick- 
neesea  in  the  dark    pleases  all  who  witness 
them.    The  neat  and  uniform  appearance  ot 
the  lumber,  also,  which  is  aawed  on  the  Ec- 
centric Blocks  ai^  piled  about  the  mills,  sel- 
dom fails  to  arrest  the  attention  of  visitors. 
Owners  of  planing  mills  know   well  that  too 
much  is  wasted  m  reducing  lumt>er  to  uni- 
form thicknesa.    The  profits  of  lumbermen 
in  the  United  States   are  lessened  annuallv 
many  millions    of   dollars    by    unnecessary 
waste  from  the  use  of  imperfect  mach  nerj-. 
Probably  3-16  of  an    inch  is  planed  off  m 
dressing,       when       1-16       of      an      inch 
should      suffice.      This      is      an        unaec- 
esBsry  waste  of  about   one-tenth  of  the  lum- 
ber.   Suppose  it  worth  120  per  one 'thousand 
feet,  the  loss  is  $2  per  thousand  feet  in  quan- 
tity from  the  logs.      Then  tuere  is,  at  least, 
$1  per  thousand  feet  in  quality;  for    boards 
eawed  even  will  bring,  at  least,   f  1  more  uer 
thousand  foot  than  as  usually  sawed.    They 
look  better,  and    are    bettor  "for  every   pur- 
noao.    If  only  for  a  roof,  the  shingles  will  lay 
better,  and  thero  is  a  saving  of   transporta- 
tion of  unneccaeary  waste.     Allowing,  thus, 
a  saving4of  $3   per  thousand  feet,    it   would 
amount,    per  day,  to  $30,  when    eawing  onlv 
10,000  feet;  $45  when  sawing  15,000  feet;  $60 
when  sawing  20,000  feet,  and  many  mills  saw 
more  than  that    daily.    A   mill   sawing  only 
500,000    feet  a   year  would  save  $1,500;  saw- 
ing   1.000,000    feet    would  eavo  $3,000;  eaw- 
ing 5,000,000  feet  would  save    $15,000  a  year. 
Many  lumbermen  lose  half  ot  the  profits  of 
the  buainesa  by  poor  bead  blocks, which  waste 
and  spoil  the  timtier.     Home  lose  the  whole, 
and  fail  of  success  altogether  from  this  cauao 
mainly.    All  may  make  money  in  good  times, 
but   those  having  good  mills  will  make  tho 
most;    and  in  hard  times  thoao  who  waste  a 
handsome  profit  by  cheap  mills,  may  work 

tust  aa  hard,  and  make  nothing.  Lumber  can 
10  aawed  irell  on  a  good  mill  cheaper  thau  it 
can  bo  aaweJ  badly  on  a  poor  one.  It  is  a 
thousand  times  bettor  all  around  to  savo  tho 
unneceasary  waste,  and  make  a  perfect  ar- 
ticle. It  is  better  for  him  who  soils  tho  trees 
by  the  thousand,  If  a  tenth  is  saved— he 
gets  a  tenth  more  for  them.  So  for  ono  who 
stocks  tho  mill  for  the  job;  he  receives  one- 
tenth  more  for  the  same  labor.  So  for  the  saw- 
yer sawing  by  the  thousand:  ho  receives  ono- 
tenkh  more  for  sawing  the  same  logs,  he 
givea  good  satisfaction  and  gets  a  reputation 
as  a  good  sawyer.  So  for  the  mill  owner,  who 
saws  for  others;  ho  receives  one-tenth  more 
for  sawing  tho  same  logs;  gets  a  reputation 
for  his  mill;  it  helps  him  to  good  contracts 
and  brings  custom  to  his  mill;  lumber  inspect- 
ors seo  tlie  improvement  in  the  lumber,  and 
infiuenco  mill  owners  to  get  the  Stearns' 
blocks.  Builders  are  glad  to  find  lumber 
•awed  true;  it  is  so  much  getter  for  their 
uso.  They  patronize  yards  where  they  find 
it;  it  is  bolter  for  lumber  dealers,  thry  can 
atford  to  pay  morn  for  well  sawod  lumber 
of  the  sanio  quality  than  for  that  which 
is  badly  sawed— it  is  more  saleable, 
gives  good  satisfaction,  and  draws  ouBtom 
to  their  yards.  Thoy  do  net  hke,  when  hav 
ing  their  boards  dressed,  for  instance,  into 
flooring,  in  addition  to  tho  enormous  waste 
of  thickness,  to  loae  one  board  in  ton  because 
tho  whole  or  part  of  it,  was  left  rough  and 
unsaleable,  being  too  thin.  It  were  hotter 
for  community,  at  present,  if  this  waste  were 
saved,  lumber  would  bo  both  cheaper  and 
bettor,  and  the  cost  of  building  Icee.  Our 
noblo  forests,  of  pine  oepecially,  aro  fast  dis- 
appearing by  tho  present  method  of  slashing 
and  wasting.  It  will  bo  better  for  coming 
generations,  also,  if  tho  present  do  not  con- 
tinue to  waste  and  destroy  tho  bounties  of 
Providence.  The  lack  of  economy  with  the 
multitude  working  at  such  disadvantage, 
with  badly  oonirived  mills,  makes  the  price 
of  lumber  higher  and  the  quality  poorer. 
Those      may      profit      by     this      state    of 


things  who  will,  bnt  it  can  only  bo  done  with 
Huoh  machinery  aa  we  deacribe.

Mark  Twain's  Iliatory  of  (he  {''oandcr 
of  tlie  Family  and  bla  Ueacendants. 

When  Noah  disembarked  at  Aramt,  he 
Lad  aoaroely  touched  the  pier  when  h«  pro- 
ceeded to  rally  his  passengers.  Ho  had 
just  checked  his  last  item  in  the  list  a  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Itedbng  -when  the  cringing,  fig- 
nro  of  a  quadruped  came  snoaking  down 
the  gang-plank  with  his  tail  between  his 
legs.  "Drat,  It,  if  there  ain't  that  yaller 
dog!"  says  Noah,  aiming  a  vioioos  kick  with 
his  brogan  at  the  brute.  But,  with  a  facil- 
ity born  of  Ipng  and  bitter  experience,  the 
brute  dodged  tiie  projectile,  and  ejaculat- 
ing "ki-yi,"  which  is  Syriac  for  "declined 
with  thanks,"  or  "not  for  Jo,"  he  disap- 
peared, while  Noah,  who  bad  his  sea-legs 
on,  was  unable  to  rocover  his  etjuilibrium, 
and  sat  down  with  emphasis  on  the  back 
of  his  bead. 

Noah  arose,  and,  iu  accordance  with  the 
style  prevalent  among  the  patriarchs,  he 
proceeded  to  soothe  his  affronted  dignity 
by  pronouncing  a  variegated  anathema 
apon  the  yaller  dog,  which  had  character- 
istically sneaked  unobserved  on  board,  iu 
the  confusion  of  putting  to  sea,  and  cap- 
sized the  captain  at  the  first  port.

He  follows  Noah's  programme  with  sneak- 
ing fidelity.  He  ia  an  Ishmaelite  among 
dogs.  He  receives  the  most  oppressive 
courtesies  in  the  form  of  brickbats,  boots, 
and  hot  water,  which  make  his  life  an  ani- 
mated target  excursion.  He  boards  around 
like  a  district  school-teacher,  and  itismeal 
time  with  him  24  hours  in  the  day.

Mirriai;:e  in  Kiissia. 

When  the  bridegroom  is  presented  the 
whole  house  is  in  confusion;  all  the  rela- 
tions, friends  and  neighbors  on  both  sides 
are  invited  to  the  honse  of  the  bride.  When 
all  the  expected  company  are  assembled, 
the  matchmaker  comes  iu  leading  the 
bridegroom  by  the  hand,  and  going  straight 
to  the  head  of  the  house,  presents  him.  The 
bride's  father  then  leads  the  young  man  to 
a  table  covered  with  a  white  cloth;  on  the 
table  is  a  silver  salver  with  a  loaf  of  bread 
on  it,  and  on  the  bread  a  salt  cellar  with 
salt.  Two  rings,  one  of  gold,  the  other  of 
silver,  are  placed  on  a  small  silver  tray  be- 
fore a  golden  image  ol  the  Virgin  Mary 
holding  the  child  Jesus  in  her  arms.  With 
this  image  they  bless  the  future  couple. 
All  the  company  stand;  the  mother  holds 
the  bride,  completely  dressed  in  white,  by 
the  hand,  surrounded  by  all  her  dearest 
friends  and  companions.  All  bow  before 
the  image.  The  father  takes  the  image, 
the  mother  the  bread  and  salt;  tho  young 
couple  then  kneel  nnder  the  image,  and 
are  first  blessed  by  the  father;  the  lat- 
ter then  takes  the  bread  and  salt  from 
the  hands  of  the  mother  and  gives  her  the 
image,  and  the  same  ceremony  is  repeated. 
After  this  the  father  and  mother  of  the 
bridegroom  do  the  like.  Then  comes  the 
giving  of  tho  rings;  tho  bride's  father  gives 
the  golden  ring  to  the  bridegroom,  tbe  sil- 
ver one  to  the  bride.  They  are  now  affi- 
anced to  each  other,  and  give  each  other 
the  first  kiss.  W^hen  the  ceremony  is  over, 
the  company  enjoy  themselves;  they  chat, 
laugh,  eat  and  drink,  and  separate,  after 
having  fixed  the  day  for  the  marriage. 

During  the  interval  between  this  ceremo- 
ny and  the  marriage  the  bridegroom  spends 
all  his  evenings  with  the  bride,  often  tete- 
a-tete.  The  marriage  ceremony  follows. 
It  is  also  called  the  coronation,  because, 
during  the  ceremony,  a  crown  is  placed 
on  the  heads  of  the  affianced.  Then 
the  priest  offers  them  a  cup  of  wine,  of 
whieh  they  both  drink,  as  a  sign  of  the 
union  they  have  contracted.  A  solemn 
procession  is  led  by  the  officiating  priest, 
the  bride  and  bridegroom  following, 
round  the  desk  placed  in  the  centra  of  the 
church,  upon  which  is  laid  the  Bible.  This 
is  meant  to  represent  the  joys  which  await 
them,  and  the  eternity  oi  these  ties.  Dur- 
ing the  pnblic  celebration  of  the  marriage 
the  rings  worn  by  the  young  people  are  ex- 
changed; the  husband  now  wearing  the 
silver  one,  the  bride  the  golden.  From  the 
church  all  the  aompany  are  invited  to  go  to 
the  house  of  the  bridegroom  s  father.  A 
week  after  they  return  to  church,  when  the 
priest  lifts  the  crown  from  their  heads. 
This  is  the  final  consecration  of  the  mar- 
riage.

A  New  Yorkeb  engaged  in  the  work  oi 
fitting  women  for  dressmakers,  says  it  is 
impossible  to  get  good  help  to  do  this  work, 
and  the  establishments  are  obliged  to  cm- 
ploy  men  in  a  work  that  shoald  be  confined 
to  women.  He  adds  that  the  boys  and  girls 
of  the  present  age  are  unwiUing  to  learn 
trades,  and  fit  themselves  for  positions 
which  they  might  fill  at  good  wages.  A 
practical  tailor  in  this  city  informs  us  that 
not  a  single  boy  of  American  birth  is  learn- 
ing that  trade  here,  and  in  the  United  States 
the  number  so  engaged  is  limited  to  a 
dozen,  aud  yet  a  practical  tailor,  who  un- 
derstands his  business,  can  command  al- 
most any  wages  he  desires,  and  always  find 
numberless  situations  open  for  him.

About  Liilf  the  dti-k  is  out  away.  Icnvinp 
a  "wtll"  in  >»bicb  the  •vrww"  aita  while 
rowiu- t.r  sailing'.  To  tit  up  the  "oabiu" 
at  nifibt.  two  bus  of  wood  urw  set  up  at  the 
tore-part  of  the  w«ll,  and  fonuecteil  at  the 
ti">ps  by  a  cross  piece  uf  lnvmboo.  Upon 
this  cross-tiicce  the  (wddle  is  laid,  one  end 
resting  npini  the  stern.  Three  feet  of  the 
deck  consists  of  moveable  boards;  these 
are  taken  up,  laid  u(xni  the  paddle,  anil 
form  the  roof;  over  all  is  thrown  a  light 
w.iter  proof  cloth,  and  the  cabin  ia  com- 
plete.

This  bed  is  particularly  com- 
fortat'le,  and,  bt>sides,  answers  for  several 
other  purpose-^.  Its  dimiuntive  size  has 
been  riJiculetl;  but  if  you  will  try  you  will 
find  tlukt  when  tbo  hips  and  shoulders  are 
supported  the  rest  ot  the  body  needd  no 
giipp.irt  at  all,  except  the  hetul,  which  has 
a  pillow,  and  the  heels,  which  can  rest  on 
tbo  roll  ot  the  top-saiL" 

LUE  IN  l  AIRO. 

Mr.  ilao>jreyor  (tassed  throaKh  Cairo, 
where  he  wauessvd  a  si'eno  characteristic 
of  the  civilization  which  is  being  intro- 
duced int  >  Egypt.  "There  is,"  he  says, 
"knocking  down,  building  up,  opening  out, 
planting,  fencing,  painting,  cleaning,  al- 
most civilizing  the  old  Egyptian  capital. 
Great  gtvugs  of  workmen  are  all  day  toiling 
here  at  ri construction.  Puny  children, 
herdeil  in  long  tliX*ks  by  cruel  taitk-maaters, 
who  dog  them  with  long  sticks,  are  carry- 
ing on  their  hetuls  straw  baskets  full  of 
earth  and  Htonea.  Aa  they  march 
they  Biug;  but  it  is  in  a  rythm  ot 
slavery.  TTie  strongest  repression  of  one's 
feelings  is  scarce  enough  to  keep  us  from 
knocking  that  wretch  over  who  has  just 
belalMired  with  his  bludgeon  a  tender  little 
girl.  The  evening  brings  short  relief  even 
to  the  woe  of  these  hapless  little  ones. 
They  sit  round  in  a  circle  with  their  bas- 
kets before  thvm,  while  the  roll-call  is 
droned  over  by  a  task-master  who  can 
read.  ' 

THE  OLDEST  rtTT  IV  THK  WOULD. 

Of  Damas(  US.  the  oldest  inhabited  city 
on  the  globe.  ^Ir.  Macgregor  says  little, 
and  tluit  little  not  very  complimentary. 
"Dauin-^cns.  '  he  says,  "has  never  yet,  I 
think,  been  well  described;  and  the  rea- 
son may  be  that  the  traveler  who  has 
enough  acnten-  ss  to  paint  a  good  word- 
picture  of  the  towu  has  sense  enough  to 
see  that  it  is  a  sentimental  humbug.  In 
vam  he  tries  to  fuel  an  admiration  which 
he  can  not  .support  by  the  appearance  of 
the  place.  It  may  be  the  oldest,  but  in 
Wet  weather  it  is  f-urely  the  tilthiest  of 
towns.  It  may  be  rich,  but  the  mad-walls 
are  what  yon  see,  and  not  the  wealth. 
Damascus  i.i  a  di.sappointmont;  its  situa- 
tion is  ita  chief  beauty,  and  once  inside  it 
you  can  not  realize  that  outside  these 
dirty  lanes,  tumbU-<lown  walls,  gloomy 
shops,  and  crooked  bazars  are  th««  lovuly 
groves,  the  gushing  fountains,  the  te«auug 
gaideuri,  and  theglorions  bills." 

DOWN  THE  .UUN.!. 

As  a  rennlt  of  bis  inquiries  and  obaerva- 
tions,  Mr.  Macgregor  decided  to  try  the 
Abanrt  with  his  canoe;  and  where  it  could 
not  tioat  to  have  it  conveyed  on  land.  Uow 
this  was  to  be  done  in  a  region  where  therfj 
Wiis  no  such  thing  as  a  road  was  a  fineRtiO'a. 
Alter  deep  cogitation  a  very  bimple  y\an 
was  devisetL  A  couple  ot  poloa,  u.  little 
longer  than  the  canoe,  were  placed  two  feet 
apart,  and  fastened  together  by  side-piaces. 
Upon  this  frame  the  Hob  Key,  wrappetl  up 
in  carpets,  was  lashed.  This  frame,  iiold- 
ing  thi  oanr)«<.  w:is  tied  ni>on  the  back  of  a 
stoat  bor.-"!%  wbose  back  was  wadded  with 
a  [>\i>  of  straw,  by  way  ot  cushion.  And 
so  wbevevtr  the  horse  could  go,  th*  cauoe 
went  safely  with  him. 

A  little  eaatward  of  DamaHcos  the  Rob 
Roy  was  launched  upon  tbfs  Abana,  now 
grown  la/.y  enough.  The  cbannel  led 
through  groves  and  oroharOs,  tntadows 
and  ozicr  beds.  Sleepy  tortois'.f)  toppled 
down  the  i>ankfl:  lazy  land-fv^bH  crawled 
out  of  sight;  ducks,  too  tiv*  to  fly,  scuttled 
oil  into  the  brakes.  Th^  region  is  thickly 
peopled,  and  the  »nh»>-„tant8  would  run  or 
ride  for  miles  to  foU'^^  n^„  strange  sight  of 
a  boat,  the  first  "^hich  has  ever  traversed 
these  waters. 

At  leu<;tb  tViA  Rob  Roy,  sometimes  on 
water,  and  PDmetimes  on  horseback,  got 
down  to  the  lagoon  of  Ateibeh,  half  land, 
half  watov,  and  idl  mud,  iu  which  the  Abtina 
finally  U>ses  itself,  hardly  two  score  miles 
from  tb»»  point  where  it  bursts  from  the 
snowy  mountains  into  the  plain.  Hare  was 
a  "wide  sea  of  shallow  water,  concealed  by 
grass  in  tufts,  like  Irish  bog,  and  with  soft 
<U'ceptive  mad,  deep  holes,  and  trickbng 
streamlota." 

ON  THE  JORDAN. 

On  Now  Yoar's  Day,  1800,  Mr.  Macgreg- 
or retnmed  to  Damascus,  and  the  next  day 
not  out  to  rooroHH  the  mountains  in  search 
of  th««  heiul  waters  of  the  Jordan.  The 
Jordan  and  the  Abana  rise  on  opposite 
side.s  of  the  range  of  Anti-Lebanon,  their 
head  waters  almost  overlapping.  Neither 
sends  a  drop  of  water  to  the  sea.  the  one 
being  lost  in  the  deep  gorge  of  the  Dead 
Hea,  ivnd  the  other  disappearing  in  the 
marsh  of  Aieiben. 

Still  onward  went  the  Rob  Roy,  mostly 
on  hotsehack,  but  often  borne  by  band. 
The  lay  of  the  land  showed  that  they  mnst 
uow  be  apfiroacbing  the  sources  of  the 
Jordan.  They  searched  here  and  there, 
Ending  spring  upon  spring,  whose  waters 
were  soon  lost.  At  last,  lu  a  lonely  field, 
one  Wiis  discovered  from  which  fiowed  a  lit- 
tle bro<jk.  'This  grew  gradually  larger,  and 
at  length  tmiibled.in  a  pntty  little  cascade, 
over  a  low  ledge  of  rock,  luid  ran  away  in  a 
bright  dancint;  stienin.  This,  which  Mr. 
Ma<gregorst> Us  ^in  H,.h  hUyy,  "Rob  Roy 
fountiiin,"  he  regards  as  the  true  soarce  of 
the  Jordan ;  that  is,  the  farthest  point  from 
which  constant  stream  makes  its  way. 
This  yonng  Jordan,  here  called  the  Has- 
bauy,  is  »  pretty  brook,  growing  larger 
and  larger  until  it  spreads  into  a  pool.  The 
natives  averred  this  to  be  $1,0(X)  feet  deep; 
but  upon  being  sounded,  the  line  touched 
bottom  at  the  depth  of  11  feet  Upon  this 
pool  the  Rob  Roy  was  first  launched  upon 
the  Jordan.  Rut  the  canoe  had  to  be  car-

Around 
where  the  old  maa  lay  in  tho  woods  every 
twig  and  leaf  whm  oaten,  and  it  was  evident 
that  tl  ese  had  be«n  his  only  means  of  snb- 
sistem  e  during  the  time  he  was  in  the 
woods  At  last  accoanis  bo  was  in  a  very 
weak  itnd  precarious  condition.

Rrigham  Tonag^s  llart^ni. 

We  have  aforetime  given  gossipy  extracts 
from  the  letters  of  visitors  to  Mormondom, 
relative  to  Rrigham  Young's  domestic 
affairs;  but  the  following,  from  acommnni- 
cation  in  tho  Oiucinnali  Gazetto,  c^ntainn 
some  details  we  do  do  not  remember  to  have 
previously  seen: 

"The  rooms  of  tho  women  are  very  much 
alike,  and  furnished  nearly  alike.  They  are 
plain,  bnt  comfortable,  'i'he  women  live  in 
them  precisely  as  people  do  at  a  hotel  Each 
lady  has  her  own  key,iuid  when  she  goes  out 
she  locks  her  door.  There  is  little  visiting 
back  and  forth,  and  the  ladies  behave  very 
much  as  guests  do  at  a  first-class  hotel. 
Every  morning  and  evening  at  the  ringing 
of  the  bell,  tlio  inmates  of  the  liiirem  meet 
in  the  great  parlors,  to  attend  prayers. 
They  sing  a  hymn,  and  Yoaug  prays  fer- 
vently. The  prophet  used  to  eat  at  the 
harem  with  his  wives,  but  ho  seldom  does 
so  now.  In  the  morning,  on  rising,  each 
woman  puts  Ler  room  in  order,  and  if  she 
has  children,  dresses  them  for  breakfast. 

"After  prayers  they  all  go  to  breakfast, 
tho  ladies  with  children  sitting  at  little 
famil}'  tablet^,  and  those  without  children 
at  the  common  table.  The  same  food  is 
given  to  all,  and  the  bill  of  fare  is  by  no 
means  a  poor  one.  Brigham,  from  time  to 
time,  designates  some  of  his  wives  to  take 
charge  of  the  oooking,  and  they  remain  on 
duty  nntil  ralieved;  during  the  diiy 
the  women  widjc  out,  sew,  sing,  play  tho 
piano  in  the  parlor,  or  walk  with  tho  chil- 
dren. Most  of  them  spin,  make  cloth,  and 
color  it.  They  are  very  proud  of  their  cloth 
and  embroidery.  In  the  evening  all  hands 
go  to  the  theatre,  where  every  one  of  Brig- 
ham's  wives  has  a  reserved  seat.  It  is  said 
that  Young  liberally  supplies  his  wives  with 
money,  and  on  fine  days  they  drive  out  and 
go  shopping.  He  employs  a  ninsic  teacher, 
Frtiic:i  teacher  and  dancing  mastt>r  for  tho 
UHu  of  his  household.  Brigham's  women 
are  well  dressed,  bat  still  they  have  to  work 
hard,  and  he  keeps  up  a  wholesome  disci- 
pline over  them." 

An  Enf^liMli  Baby  Show. 

An  enterprising  itinerant  auctioneer  de- 
termined upon  introducing  a  novelty,  and 
created  a  sensation  among  the  poor  moth- 
ers in  the  locality  by  holding  a  baby  show. 
There  were  sevenvl  prizes,  and  presently 
the  door  of  the  caravan  leading  on  tho 
stuge  from  which  the  auctioneer  disposes 
of  his  wares  was  o)>euod  ami  the  mammas 
ciiine  forward  in  single  filo  with  their  cher- 
ubs in  their  arms,  and  foriaed  a  row  in 
front  of  the  assemblage.  The  only  diffi- 
culty that  arose  who  should  judge.  Three 
men  near  to  tho  («ravan  mounted  tho  ros- 
trum, amidst  some  merriment,  which  was 
increased  ten-fold,  as  commencing  at  one 
end  of  the  row,  one  of  them  took  the  babes 
in  rotation  in  his  arms,  and  raised  them  up 
aud  down  as  thongh  the  job  was  one  to 
which  he  was  not  at  all  unaccustomed.— 
Tills  appeared  as  though  tho  decision  was 
to  to  be  according  to  weight,  and,  as  one 
young  woman  was  present  with  twins,  the 
siiggt'stion  was  made  that  they  should 
both  be  taken  into  acccouut  when  the  re- 
sult was  being  arrived  at.  Some  of  the 
babes  prcs^-nted  rather  sickly  appearance, 
and  did  not  seem  at  all  to  relish  their  |>oKi- 
tion.  After  a  good  djal  of  careful  examina- 
tion, the  decision  of  the  jndgos  and  of  the 
crowd  generally  was  given  in  f.ivor  of  a 
pbinip  little  infant,  whose  i>arents  rejoice 
III  the  name  of  Winterbottom.  Another 
prize  was  given  to  the  child  who  was  dress- 
ed in  the  neatest  manner.  It  was  freely 
bundled  about  that  a  show  of  yonng  wo- 
men would  be  a  not  nnnatnral  sequence. 


FiTC  Ralhs  in  New  York. 

The  first  of  two  free  baths  in  New  York 
city  was  launched  on  Thitrsthiy  at  (Ireen 
Point,  and  soon  after  towed  into  position  at 
tho  foot  of  Fifth  street.  East  river.  The 
bath  resembles  a  huge  box  with  a  platform 
about  eight  feet  wide  sbrrounding  and  over- 
hanging the  upper  edge.  Under  this  plat- 
form are  eight  pontoons,  four  on  each  side, 
each  of  which  is  sixteen  feet  long  and  six 
feet  wide,  for  supporting  tho  weight  of  the 
craft  in  tbo  water.  The  depth  to  which  the 
bath  is  sunk  is  regulated  by  means  of  a 
patent  valve  in  each  pontoon,  by  moans  ol 
which  a  sufficient  weight  of  water  may  be 
admitted  to  the  pontoons  to  sink  the  bath 
to  such  a  depth  as  will  best  accommodate 
the  bathers.  Tho  bath  is  ninety  fbet  long 
by  sixty  f«et  wide  on  the  outside,  and  forty 
by  ninety  on  the  inside.  The  sides  are  of 
solid  planking  down  to  the  water's  edge, 
and  below  that  they  are  formed  of  stout 
slabs  to  hIIow  free  ingress  and  egress  of  the 
wat<-r.  Over  the  platform  surrounding  the 
edge  is  to  he  ereetad  a  structure  completely 
inclosing  the  Iwith,  and  containing 
about  eighty  dressing  rooms,  each 
five  by  four  and  a  halt  feet,  open- 
ing ti»ward  tho  center  of  tho  bath, 
and  with  a  door  in  eivch  connecting 
with  a  passago  running  round  tho  whol^. 
Oyer  the  cent' r  of  the  south  side  of  the 
hath  thi-t  structure  wiilbetwostorios  high, 
forming  tho  entrance  to  the  bath,  and  af- 
fording apartments  for  the  kee{>er  in  the 
second  sUtry,  twenty-four  feet  long  by 
twelve  wide.  The  baths  will  b'.  ready  for 
use  within  a  month.  Tho  other  bath  is 
destined  for  the  north  side  of  the  city.and 
will  probably  be  bud  iu  the  vicinity  o 
Thirteenth  street.  Tho  building  of  th 
baths  was  commenced  about  uinodays  ago 
They  will  cost  about  $2<),(KX).

FARM,  UAKDEN  AMD   UOUSEIIOLD. 

Potato  nug. 

The  Detroit  Post  says:  -The  ravages  of 
the  potato  bug  are  adready  exoiting  oon- 
siderable  alarm  among  farmers  in  difierent 
portions  of  this  State,  and  fears  are  enter- 
tained of  their  almost  entirely  destroying 
the  crop  in  some  sectiohs.  Mr.  J.  8.  Tib- 
bitts,  of  Livonia,  Wa^ue  coonty,  stated  to 
as  yesterday  that  in  his  neighborhood  tho 
bugs  are  mukini;  sad  work  with  tho  loaves 
and  tops  of  tho  earlier  variety  of  potatoes. 
The  '  farmers  used  great  «iare  in  picking  off 
the  bugs  that  first  appeared,  and  in  cutting 
off  and  burning  all  leaves,  so  tar  as  they 
could  discover  them,  upon  which  eggs  had 
been  laid.  But  the  propagation  df 
tho  insects  is  altogether  too  rapid  to 
allow  of  their  being  destroyed 
eU'ectually.  A  single  bug  lays, 
sometimes,  as  many  as  seven  thousand 
eggs,  which  hatch  very  speedily,  aud  in  a 
very  short  time  the  young  bugs  commence 
upon  the  leaves.  Tbo  eggs  are  laid  upon 
the  nnder  side  of  the  luaves;  in  a  short 
time  the  leaf  will,  in  a  vorycuri'ius  manner 
twist  itself  around,  aud  bring  the  eggs  up- 
permost, when  tho  sun  will  batch  tnem. 
Mr.  Tibbitts  showed  ns  some  of  the  tops 
of  the  Early  lU)se  potato,  upon  which  were 
the  small  bright,  yellow  eggs,  and  bugs  iu 
all  tho  ditl'erent  stages  of  growth.  He  and 
his  neighbors  havo  done  their  best  to  get 
rid  of  the  pest,  but  are  afraid  the  bugs 
will  keep  auead  of  them  till  the  end  of  the 
seiwon. 

With  reference  to  these  insects,  the  last 
number  of  the  Hearth  and  Homo  says: 
What  remedy  is  there  ? 
First.  Capturing  and  destroying  them. 
An  interesting  account  of  Mr.  Gage's  strug- 
gle with  the  n  may  bo  found  iu  the  Michi- 
gan Agricultand  Report,  pp.  171  184.  Ho 
fought  them  by  band,  bat  wi\Bat  last  com- 
pellod  to  give  over  by  reason  of  their  mul- 
titude. When  gathered  in  a  pan,  they  are 
often  destroyed  by  pouring  hot  water  upon 
them ;  but  in  such  case  the  fumes  have 
sometimes  proved  poisonous.  A  machine 
has  been  coutrived  which  may  bo  dntgged 
along  the  rows,  and,  by  a  poperly  adjust- 
ed r«'el,  knock  the  bugs  into  receptacles 
prepared  for  them. 

Second,  A  dusting  of  the  vinos,  while 
wet  with  dew,  with  Paris  green  or  with 
white  hellebore,  has  in  many-  instances 
proved  efficacious, 

Third,  The  planting  of  somo  special 
sort  of  potato  which  the  bug  is  found  to 
prefer,  will  frequently  save  an  adjoining 
crop,  since  this  pirate  is  found  to  be  ver>' 
strong  in  his  prejudices.  The  main  hope 
of  relief  must  come,  however,  we  suspect, 
from  the  multiplication  of  parasites.  Of 
what  these  are,  nnd  what  their  habits,  wo 
shall  make  authoritative  mention  in  an 
early  paper. 

How  DRAiNDto  Mat  Cost  Nothino.— 
Says  a  contributor  to  an  exchange:  I  am 
satisfied  there  are  a  great  many  farmers 
who  would  do  good  jobs  at  draining  if  they 
knew  how  and  where  to  begin,  and  if  they 
could  find  the  time.  Many  farmers  do 
most  of  their  work  themselves,  only  hiring 
a  little  by  the  day  at  the  busy  seasons, 
and  of  course  pay  a  round  price  for  it  If 
they  would  hire  by  tho  month,  they  coald 
of  course  got  the  men  much  cheaper,  ns 
the  day  laborer  has  to  get  pay  for  the  idle 
days  by  charging  extra  prices  for  the  days 
ho  works.  My  advice  and  practice  have 
been  to  hire  help  and  give  constant  em 
ployment  for  the  time  agreed  npon.  Then 
when  there  is  no  regular  farm  work  press- 
ug  I  commence  a  drain.  I  begin  at  the 
lower  end  and  work  up  hill,  keep- 
ing the  bottom  nearly  level  till  1  get  a 
depth  of  four  foot;  then  keep  it  not  less 
than  that  depth,  letting  the  water  run  off' 
behind  mo.  This  ditch  digging  I 
keep  ns  knitting  work,  as  it  can  be  taken 
up  at  any  time  when  there  is  nothing  else 
to  do,  and  can  be  left  as  readily.  If  I  have 
any  haying  to  do  and  do  not  wish  to  start  a 
machine  till  the  dow  is  off,  I  say  to  my 
man,  "Yon  may  go  to  your  knitting  work 
'till  I  call  you."  If  a  shower  stops  work 
on  the  hay,  or  if  it  is  too  wot  to  hoe,  or  I 
have  just  finished  some  job  and  do  not 
want  to  begin  another  to-<lay,  I  say,  "Wo 
will  dig  in  that  drain  till  chore  time." 

If  I  am  going  away  with  my  tean,  I  let 
my  man  dig  in  tho  ditch.  Indeed,  I  should 
have  found  n  groat  many  days  when  I 
should  have  had  nothing  for  a*  man  fo  do 
bad  I  not  had  a  piece  of  draining  on  hand. 
Then  again,  had  I  not  had  a  steady  hired 
man,  my  regular  farm  would  have  suffered 
severely  at  limes.  So  the  plan  seems  to 
work  well  all  around.  The  man  is  sure  of 
constant  employment  and  gets  as  much  iu 
a  month  as  if  he  worked  by  the  day,  and  I 
get  more  work  fi>r  the  same  pay  and  tho 
man  is  jnst  as  well  satisfied.  He  makes 
more  time,  but  rans  no  risk  ot  being  unem  - 
ployeil. 

Two  Sistern  Moot  After  a  Separation  of 
Thirty. Piye    Years. 

In  tho  fall  of  183-1,  thirty-five  years  ago, 
a  yonug  girl,  Lavernia  Ray  by  name,  left 
hor  home,  in  Wayne  county,  Ky.,  for  Tex- 
as.

dered whether  in  this  bleak  and  dreary 
world  they  would  ever  meet  again.

iu  favor  of  the  latter. — A  bill  was  paaaed  to  equalize 
the  bountiea  of  HoldlerH,  uUowlug  Ss.;i3S  tu  uuu- 
eommlHHiuuetl  utUoera,  Moldiertt  aud  muhlclauR,  for 
each  mouth'a  t<urvicu  between  the  13th  of  April, 
1S6I,  aud  the  9th  of  May,  18A6,  deducting  United

Senate,  June  2U.  — After  the  transaction 
of  aome  IiuainoHfl  of  aecondary  Importance  the 
Senate  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  postofflce 
appropriation  bill.  Amendmenta  were  rejected  for 
one  cent  and  twu  cents  poslaKe  ou  letters;  appro- 
priating to  each  OoUKreaHman  $501)  per  year  for 
poatage;  allowing  nowspapera  to  be  aeut  free  to 
subscribers.  Without  diapoalng  of  the  bill  the 
Senate  paaaed  to  other  bnaineaa,  and  finally  ad- 
journed, there  being  no  quorom .

It  containa 
au  appropriation  of  (rvU.OOO  fur  meteorologitud  ob- 
aervallous  and  giving  notice  of  the  approach  of 
storms  to  northern  laku  and  aea  porta  It  also  <  on- 
talus  an  appropriatiun  uf  $'2n,OtiO  for  omaiueutal 
trees  and  Hhrulis  In  northern  cemeteries.  The  to- 
tal of  apiiropriatiuua  ia  $.9,977,367.  Somo  other 
buaine^H  was  tranaacted,  but  it  w;i8  not  of  an  Im- 
portant characttr.    Adjourned. 

Senate,  June  22d.— The  House  bill  to 
pave  Pi<nnsy1vania  aveune  paased.  — Tlie  poctofllce 
appropriation  bill  was  taken  up,  and,  after  the  re- 
Jertiuu  of  all  amendmenta  relating  to  the  repeal  uf 
the  franking  privilege,  it  waa  paaaed.— The  consu- 
lar and  diplomatic  and  tho  naval  appropriation 
bills  were  i-onsid-  red  in  committee  of  the  whole 
an<l  aevoral  amendmenta  adopted.

al citizeua  in  the  late  rebel  atates  for  takiug  the 
ccnaua.— TheUonse.by  avote  of  ayes  131,  nays  'M. 
de<:Uned  to  allow  Whlttemoro,  of  South  Carolina, 
to  be  aworn  In,  aud  directed  that  hla  credenUalabe 
returned  to  him.  He  resiguod  aoine  wuoks  ago  to 
prevent  expulsion  for  selling  codotahips,  and  haa 
just  bten  reelected.  The  House,  in  c«mmittee  ot 
the  whol(>,  ai><>nt  some  time  oh  tlie  civil  oxpenae 
bill,  but  ailjonnied  without  final  actioa. 

Rope  Tyink.  — The  rope  tying  act  was 
done  by  the  Indians  of  the  U))per  Missouri 
long  b<!>fore  either  Jackson,  Hartz,  or  the 
Davenports  were  boru.  A  geutleman  re- 
siding in  Alton,  who  spent  many  years  as 
an  Indian  traJerin  the  Yellow  Stme  region, 
slates  that  the  A^'Siniboin  tribe  were  re- 
markably skilful  at  this  "spiritual  manifes- 
tation." Their  chief  Medicine  Man  would 
allow  himself  to  bo  stripped  aud  tied  at 
every  joint,  from  toes  to  neck,  with  buffalo 
thongs,  then  rollo<I  iu  a  blanket  and  tied 
again,  then  rolled  in  n  biiffalo  robe  and  tied 
a  third  time,  until  ho  was  apparently  as 
helpless  as  a  log.  He  was  then  placed  in  a 
sniiilMent  surrounded  by  spectators,  and  au 
luiliau  drum,  flute  and  a  gourd  of  water 
laid  liy  bis  side.  Within  three  minutes  the 
sound  of  the  drum  and  flute  would  be 
heard,  and  the  Indian  would  walk  out  un- 
trammelled.
